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CHANGES IN MAKEUP OF QUEBEC NATIONAL ASSEMBLY RECOUNTED 
Quebec LE SOLEIL in French 26 Dec 80 p C 1 
[Article by Rejean Lacombe] 


(Text) Many things have changed in the National Assembly since the general elec- 
tions on 15 November 1976 when the Parti Quebecois of Rene Levesque, to the sur- 
prise of everyone, caused Robert Bourassa's liberals to bite the dust. 


Thus, members of the Parti Quebecois [PQ], after having elected 71 deputies, were 
carried into power, with the Liberals getting 26 seats; National Union [UN], 11; 
Credit Rally [RC], and the National People's Party [PNP], each 1 deputy. 


Pour years later, the interplay of politics has changed the face of the "people's 
room." Two political parties have disappeared from the National Assembly. The 
only PNP deputy, Fabien Roy, has resigned to take his chances at the head of the 
Social Credit Party of Canada. Camil Sameon, the only RC representative, recently 
decided to join Claude Ryan's Liberals. 


What is more, 11 deputies of the group elected in 1976 have left the Blue Room thus 
leaving the way open for 11 new deputies. It is the UN which has experienced the 
greatest losses with six departures: its former chief, Rodrique Biron, joined the 
pequists; Claude Dubois has chosen the liberals; and William Shaw, is seated as 

an independent. The cther three, Maurice Bellemare, Armand Russell and Fernand 
Grenier have simply bowed out. 


As for the Liberals, they have had five losses: Raymond Garneau resigned on 20 
December 1978; Zoel Saindon made way to Claude Ryan; Bruce MacKasey, who packed his 
bags, was quickly imitated by Victor Goldbloom and Andre Raynauld. 


The Parti Quebecois has also experienced losses with the departure of four deputies. 
The vice president of the National Assembly, Jean-Guy Cardinal, died on 16 March 
1979; Robert Burne, bowed out for reasons of health; and two other pequist deputies 
now hold sea.s as independents: Jean Alfred and Rodrigue Tremblay, who refused to 
be moved down during a ministerial reshuffling. 


Thus, 4 years later, the Parti Quebecois has come back with 68 deputies; the Liberal 
Party, 34; and National Union, 5. Three deputies are also holding seats as inde- 


pendents. 











The By-elect tone 


The 11 losses in the National Assembly caused Prime Minister Levesque to hold as 
many by-elections. The Liberals scored victories in the 11 electoral districts. 
However, account must be taken of the fact that five of these districts already 
belonged to the Liberal Party, namely Jean-Talon, Argenteuil, Notre-Dame-de-Grace, 
D'Arcy-MeGee and Out remont. 


The “real” Liberal victories were won at the expense of the UN, in Brome-Misisquoi, 
Megantic-Compton and Johnson. The PQ conceded two seats to the PLQ [Liberal Party 
of Quebec], namely Maisonneuve and Prevost. The other Liberal gain was registered 
in Beauce-Sud, following the resignation of PNP deputy Fabien Roy. 


However, the Levesque government's most important defeat was registered during the 
holding of the 20 May 1980 referendum. It was by a vote of 59.56 percent that the 
Quebeckere refused to grant him the mandate to negotiate a new agreement with the 
federal government, while 40.44 percent of the Quebeckers supported the govern- 
ment's position. 


The  huf flings 


What is more, the last 4 years have been marked by important ministerial shufflings. 
Prime Minister Levesque, who is not fond of musical chairs, waited almost 3 years 
before making any changes in his 1976 cabinet. 


On 21 September 1979, to the surprise of observers, Levesque moved down to of his 
ministers: Louis O'Neil and Rodrigue Tren. ay were asked to take their seats as 
mere deputies. Humiliated by this decision, “remblay slammed the door and decided 
to take his seat as an independent. 


This ministerial shuffling involved 11 new assignments and five structural changes. 
The new ministers entered the cabinet: Michel Clair (Revenue) and Francois Gendron 
(Public Service). 





The last shuffle took place on 6 November 1980. Seven ministers changed assignments 
and two deputies entered "the holy of holies": Gerald Godin (Immigration) and 
Clement Richard (Communications). Richard was replaced in the p-esidency of the 
National Assembly by Claude Villancourt. We witnessed two departures: Guy Joron 
and Jacques Couture who decided to leave political life. 


During this do-si-do, on 5 October 1979 we saw the demotion of Jerome Proulx. He 
was replaced by Guy Chevrette as the chief government whip. On 6 July 1977, two 
deputies were invited to join the cabinet: Jocelyne Ouellette (Public Works) and 
Pierre-Marc Johnson (Labor). Finally, the Trois-Rivieres deputy, Denis Vaugeois, 
entered the Levesque cabinet on 28 February 1978. 


The Next Elections 


Well then, somewhere in 1981, to borrow Rene Levesque's words, everything will 
have to be begun again. The political game plan within the different political 
parties is prepared slowly. 

















The two principal parties, che PQ and PIO, have almost chosen their 122 candidates. 
The UN is lagging considerably, and ‘t is more than certain that the next election 
will decide ite fate. 


Some deputies have already indicated their intention, voluntarily or not, of with- 
drawing from political life. That is the case with Guy Joron and Jacques Couture 
of the Parti Quebecois. That is aleo the case with Andre Marchand, Noel Saint- 
Germain and George Springate of the Liberal Party. Yvon Brochu, of the UN, has 
also decided to put an end to his political career.

HANDLING OF VAROSHA ISSUE CRITICIZED

{[Text] The Kyprianou-Denktash agreement under which priority was given “n the 
intercommunal talks to the Varosha issue, has complicated things by linking the 
constitutional with the territorial issues, the former Greek Cypriot nesgotiacor 
Mr Tassos Papadopoulos, one of the leaders of the Union of the Centre party, has 
said. 


Speaking at Larnaca during the weekend, Mr Papadopoulos said that the question of 
Famagusta had been treated as a separate issue ever since the invasion and was re- 
garded as a necessary goodwill gesture by the Turks. 


But, he said, wrong handling and omissions by the Greek Cypriot leadership allowed 
Turkey to link the return of Famagusta with the package settlement. 


Mr Papadopoulos suggested that now that the two sides have presented their pro- 
posals on Famagusta there must be sustained negotiations about it without any con- 
nectic with other items like the practical goodwill measures. 


Airport 


As to the reported proposal about the reopening of Nicosia Airport Mr Papadopoulos 
said that this should be treated as 1 c~' ession by the Cyprus government and not 
be connected with Varosha. 


Instead, the government should offer to allow its reopening but retain the right 
of closing or reopening it according to the progress of the intercommunal talks, 
he said. 


Mr Papadopoulos said the Greek Cypriot proposals of 1977 should remain valid and 


they are regarded by the Union of the Centre as the party's stand on the Cyprus 
problen. 


Refugees 


He explained that the Greek Cypriot proposals of 1977 ensured the right of all 
refugees to return to their homes, even though some would have to decide whether 
they wanted to live under Turkish Cypriot administration yet with a central gov- 
ernment having enough power to protect them against discrimination or violation 
of human rights. 














On the other hand, the Turkish Cypriots would have an area to be administered by 
them within the context of a true federal state and if they chose to stay there 


they would have an effective majority to safeguard their own administration and 
eecurity. 


Mr Papadopoulos said the Union of the Centre was not turning to people to give 


promises of what it should do for them but to ask them what they should do for 
the country. 


He deplored attempt to tarnish the memory of the late President Archbishop Maka- 
rios and said that the Union of the Centre offers the people the chance to choose 
a change for the better, away from the dilemma of what is not worse is the best.

TV DEBATE ON ECONOMY PROSPECTS PUBLISHED 
Nicosia CYPRUS MAIL in English 16 Jan 81 pp 2,3 


[Text] Last Friday the CBC provided us with that very rare event, a lively dis- 
cussion on T.V. on serious economic issues. 


But though the programme would be rated high in relation to the pathetic, mono- 
tonous sessions that normally pass-off as discussion programmes m the CBC, bad 
casting reduced the quality of the discussion, and got close to sidetracking the 
whole show. 


The discussion was chaired by Michalis Attalides, while his guests were Mr P. 
Pouros, an economist with the Planning Bureau; Mr S. Papadopoulos, the senior 
economist of the Cyprus Confederation of Employers; Mr N. Vassiliou an economist- 
consultant with considerable experience as an economist for the Cyprus Govern- 
ment; Mr M. Loannou, General Secretary of the SEK trade union confederation; and 
Mr Ch. Michaelides, a member of the House of Representatives (AKEL) and general 
secretary of the left-wing farmers union (EKA). 


This was really an odd mixture for a serious debate on economic issues, and Mr 
Michaelides was definitely out of place and poorly qualified to contribute con- 
structively to the discussion. The views of the left could have more effectively 
been presented by either Mr Ziartides or Mr Dhinglis of the PEO trade union, both 
of whom have proved that they have an excellent grasp of the issues facing the 
Cyprus economy and in addition both are more able and sophisticated speakers. 


Mr Pouros represented the Government. He was concise, and to the point, and 
kept tabs on what everyone else was saying in order to come back at the end to 
put things right. 


Mr Vassilou was also impressive and had the courage to be innovative, while at 
the same time giving views that showed his considerable experience in develop- 
ment economics. Mr Papadopoulos and Mr Ioannou gave competent performances and 
came close to a clash since they took virtually opposing positions on the issue 
of wages and inflation. 


Tn general, however, the debate was surprisingly lively, and except for some 
brief political speeches, it was both interesting and constructive. One aspect 
gave us special satisfaction was the fact that all the speakers supported various 
policies which we have advocated for some time through these pages, and hopefully 
this may mean that action will soon follow. 
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Economic Problems 


The subject of the debate referred to the problems and prospects of the Cyprus 
economy. Mr Pouros began by outlining the major problems facing the economy, 
and he emphasized the low level of investment (especially by productive sectors), 
the low rate of growth of productivity; the balance of payments gap, the high 
level of inflation relative to previous years, and the energy crisis. 


He especially emphasized the low level of investment, and concluded that under 
such circumstances one cannot expect Cyprus to achieve the high rates of growth 
of the recent past. 


While it looked as if the debate was about to follow a constructive course, Mr 
Michaelides intervened to sidetrack the discussion by stating that additional 
problems are the trade relationship between Cyprus and EEC, and the division of 
the Cyprus economy into a North and a South. From there he proceeded to define 
a number of objectives of a largely poiitical nature before being interrupted 
by the chairman. 


The debate then returned the discussion of the problems[{as published], and Mr 
Vassilliou mentioned the effect of the ener, crisis on production costs; the 
prevalence of small family firms; the small size of the Cyprus market; che need 
to modernize and mechanize production and institutional weaknesses. As an exam- 
ple of such weaknesses he stated that there must be something wrong with the 
machinery of Government, if it takes 15 years or more for an idea to become a 
project on the ground. 


He stressed the failure to prevent the recu-rence of the concrete jungle of Fama- 
gusta in Limassol, and the fact that «« idals or mess-ups such as those involving 
the cooperative movement and the Limass .-Nicosia Highway exist with us, indicates 
the need for the reorganization of tie ‘il Service. 


It is in fact a pity that within the re ..ganization o. the Civil Service which 
is taking place, insufficient attention has not been giving to the need to speed 
up decision-making in Government. [as published] 


Optimism 


Despite his comments on the institutional framework, Mr Vassilliou, went on to 

express optimism about the future course of the economy. He disagreed with the 
dark picture of the economic future of Cyprus which everyone seems to have, and 
stated that in comparison with other economies Cyprus is much better off. 


With regard to inflation Greece, Turkey and the U.K. have higher rates of infla- 
tion; while unemployment in Cyprus is still at low levels; and even the Balance 
of Pay ents (according to Mr Vassilliou's own calculations) is likely to end up 
balanced in 1980. He ended by stating that the Government's ecc~omic measvres 
have been effective, and that the value of imports actually declined in tue last 
quarter of 1980. 


Though we respect Mr Vassilliou's views and generally agree with his basic opti- 
mism, we feel that the international situation regarding inflation is somewhat 








different. The average rate of inflation, according to the Retail Price Index, 

is expected to be around 13% for 1980, Data for the ORCD countries for the 12 
months up to September show that the rate of inflation for the BEC countries as 

4 whole was 11.8%, while for the OBRED states it was 12.62 (see lkonomikes Tachy- 
dhromos of 4th becember) of the 25 OBCD states, 14 had a lower rate of inflation 
than Cyprus, lt is, however, fortunate that major competing states such ae Spain, 
Portugal, Greece and Italy, had either a similar or 4 worse rate of inf’ ation, 


hut the basic point is that Cyprus does not have a relatively low rate of infla- 
tion, but is about average in the world inflation league. It should also be 
noted that many other countries that have higher rates of inflation than Cyprus, 
tend to devalue their currencies so that their competitive position in relation 
to Cyprus may not deteriorate to the extent implied by the inflation figures, and 
may even improve since Cyprus has 4 relatively stable currency. 


Another point that should be noted is the fact that the Cyprus Covernment has 
proceeded to borrow from foreign banks as a means of covering the foreign exchange 
burdens, and that though the balance of payments may be roughly in balance Cyprus 
is mortgaging ite future. Nevertheless, under conditions of international infla- 
tion it normally paye to borrow. 


Mr loannou then stepped in to agree with the more optimistic viewpoint put for- 
ward by Mr Vassilliou, and etressed that to 4 large extent inflation was caused 
by factors that could not be controlled. He stressed imported inflation, and 
the high level of demand owing to needs of refugees that had to replace their 
lost durable consumer goods. 


The problem of the competitiveness of Cyprus exports was then mentioned by Mr 
Vassilou, who then flew off at a tangent and added that the political parties 
contribute to inflation by supporting everyone's demands for fear of losing 
votes. Though the point is certainly valid, the chairmen was quick to come in 
and state that it was not intended that that should be a political comment, or 
words to that effect. 


Competitiveness 


Mr loannou, with trade union interests at heart, was quick to come in and point 
out that we must not try to make Cyprus goods competitive by reducing the peo 
ple's standard of living, but instead we should introduce new cechnology and 
reorganize production. 


He advocated more Government control of the economy, and expressed disagreement 
with the credit squeeze and the taxes enforced by the Government during 1980, 
and in place proposed that price controls be extended and import quotas introduced. 


It was at this point that Mr Papadopoulos, representing the employers’ side, was 
induced by the chairman to come into the discussion. He made a useful contribu- 
tion by stating that future economic prospects will depend largely upon the com- 
petitiveness of Cyprus products in foreign markets. 


In order to maintain a competitive position it is necessary to reduce production 
costs (especially by limiting wage increases to productivity growth), improve the 
quality of Cyprus products and to restructure the products that Cyprus exports. 








le stressed the need of an improved business climate rather than more Govern- 
ment intervention, a8 4 means of encouraging investment, 


lntervent ton 


At this point Mr Michaelides forcefully stressed that Government intervention 
is required in order to curb inflation through price controle, and tackling 
the problem of super-profite which existe in some industries. 


Ne stressed that Government intervention was needed to prevent firma from ex- 
ploiting the consumer, Mr Pouros representing the Government side, stated that 
the Government does intervene wherever it considers it desirable to do so. He 
mentioned the establishment of a number of industries through the Government, 
and stressed that with the present high level of investment cost the Government 
must intervene to encourage public companies and other inetitutions and take 
Measures that will facilitate large scale investment. 


Mr Vassilliou then argued strongly against the use of government intervention in 
the form of price controls, and stressed that the object should be to increase 
competition. He suggested that the Government should introduce antimonopoly 
legislation, and thie was agreed upon by everyone present. 


This unanimous call for antimonopoly legislation gives us great satisfaction, 
because way back in May 1980 we published a major article in the CYPRUS MAIL 
entitled "Monopolies and the Need for Consumer Protection,” in which we stressed 
the need for legislation to deal with monopolies. 


More recently we stressed the need for suc:. legislation in an article entitled 
“Consumer Protection in the U.S.--an Example for Cyprus." It is to be hoped 
that the Government, which has had a draft law ready for over a year, will now 
proceed to introduce legal measures and set up the mechanism to control or dis- 
solve monopolies or any other institutions or agreements aimed at restricting 
competition. 


Agriculture 


Attention then shifted to the prospects for the Cyprus economy and the problem 
of insufficient investment, with Mr Vassilliou stressing the need to direct in- 
vestment towards priority sectors. It was stressed that the agricultural sectcr 
continues to have great potential, largely as a result of the large irrigation 
projects taking place, but also because of other changes, and he stressed the 
energy crisis and the use of ethanol to substitute for oil. 


In addition, he considers that since the supply of food in the world is inelas- 
tic, Cyprus should be able to profit more from its position as a food supplier. 


It was indeed gratifying to find that on the very day that we published an arti- 
cle on Gasahol, and the potential for using ethanol in order to save on irported 
oil, a respected economist arised the matter in 4 major T.V. debate. Perhaps at 
this point we should note, that the purpose of this series of articles is simply 
to raise issues, to encourage discussion, and to introduce new ideas, for we be- 
lieve that only through discussion and gultiple efforts can the major economic 
problems of the island be solved. 








Another point that we would like to make is that ae from 1978 Cyprus, according 
to the official statistics, has become 4 net importer of “Pood and live animals, 
chiefly food.) In 1978 civil imports in this category were 44.8 @ln and in 1979 
they rose to 442.4 aln, but exporte in both years were lower than in 1977, and 

in 1976 were 632.6 alin and 1979 they were higher but etill below imports at 
640.6 wlan. 


A similar situation has arisen in 1980, so that before one can talk of Cyprus 
gaining from agricultural exports, the island should first reestablish iteelf 
ae 4 net food exporter. 


Other Sectore 


With regard to the industrial sector, Mr Viesilliouw etated that there was still 
potential for the development of the sector, especially since the ERC offered a 
great market for Cyprus exporters. At this point Mr Michaelides intervented to 
atate that Cyprus exportere cannot compete in the EEC market, only for Mr Vaesil-~ 
liow to reply that they can. 


Unfortunately, the issue is not eo clear as the epeakere have suggested, and cer- 
tainly Cyprus exporters have had difficulty in penetrating into EEC markets. For 
example in 1979 half the clothing exports went to the EEC, a substantial increase 
over the previous year, but the footwear exporte to the EEC accounted for less 
than 10% of total exports in the subsector. Clearly therefore, some industrial 
sectors can compete within the EEC, but other sectors clearly cannot, unless they 
are reorganized. 


It was, however, agreed that the prospects for the tourist sector still appeared 
good. 


There followed a rather inconclusive discussion on whether employees have in 
general increased their share of the national income, but after some argument 
the Government representative stated that the statistics available are simply 
inadequate. Concluding the debate, the chairman Mr Attalides stated that it is 
interesting to see such interest in the distribution to the national income, and 
that this now seems to have acquired as auch importance as the size of the 
national income. 


Follow-Up 


For those interested the debate will continue this evening, though we understand 
that some of the persons involved will be changed. If tonight's live debate 
matches last week's it could be interesting, and well worth turning in. We 
would like to add, however, that there should be a third, debate between the 
various political parties. 


The CBC has promised such a debate, but has not yet been able to present a4 
debate between the parties on economic issues.

JUNLOR DOCTORS INTERRUPT TRAINING

[Text] The Ministry of Labour yesterday deplored the decision of pre-registration 
doctore to interrupt their pre-registration training at Cyprue hospitals. 


The pre-registration doctors are demanding a higher allowance during their training 


period and improvement of the training syetem provided, and are planning to inter- 
rupt their training ae from today. 


The pre-registration service at government hospitale is being offered to help the 
doctors themselves in the firet inetance to register, and therefore the decision 
will hurt the pre-registration doctors themeelves, the Ministry said. 


The Ministry gave the history of the dis, co and the meeting which pre-registra- 
tion doctors had with the Ministry of Hea... on December 10 at which the two claim, 


for higher allowances and improvement of the training system, were pinpointed. 
Short Notice 


The Minister indicated that the decision to take actio.. within a month was too 
short since consultations with other services were involved, especially on finan- 
cial aspects, and the doctors seemed to show understanding. 


The Ministry announcement said that the Ministry is pursuing the examination of 
the matter and it was to be regretted that the pre-registration doctors decided 
to interrupt their service and training. 


The pre-registration service is intended to help young doctors to satisfy the 
requirements of Cyprus law on registration and the government is allocating a sub- 
etant 4] amount of money and the necessary facilities to it. 


Trainee doctors in Cyprus are at an advantageous position compared to training of 


other professions, the Ministry said, but qualified this by saying that it does 
not mean that the Ministry will cease ite efforts and concern for their interests.

REFUGEE HOUSING PROGRESS REVIEWED 
Nicosia CYPRUS MAI" in Englieh 15 Jan 81 p 1 


(Text) The Cyprus Government is dealing with the housing of the refugees as 
speedily as possible and is by no meane using the “refugee estates" ae leverage 
for the settlement of the Cyprus political probles. 


This wae stated yesterday by the Deputy Minieter of the Interior Mr Petros Sty- 
lianou at « presse conference yesterday in which he spoke of government plans to 
provide “comfortable accommodation" away from the refugee estates. 


“The government does not have and never had any intention to use the refugee es- 
tablishments as leverage for the settlement of the Cyprus problem", he said. 


Mr Stylianow said that of the 29 refugee establishments only 15 are now operating-- 
that ie fourteen have been diemantled-—-and the number of refugees already rehabili- 
tated has reached 100,000 and the figure will rise to between 145,000 and 150,000 
by 1983. 


The Cyprus government, he said, has set the humanitarian aspect of the housing 
of refugees above any political consideration with a view to ensuring a “comfort- 


able stopgap" for the displaced persons through providing new houses and helping 
through housing schemes, etc. 


Mr Stylianou referred to the difficulties which were encountered especially 

in the beginning with the loses of equipment and raw materia)s and the shortage of 
skilled labour which affected not only government projects but private projects as 
well. 


Moreover, Mr Stylianow said, there is aleo the question of finding the required 
funde for the housing needs. 


Mr Stylianow noted that the government had to deal with not only the people in 
the refugee establishments but aleo the refugees outside, some of whom were liv- 
ing in unhealthy conditions--in half-finished houses, garages and sheds--even 
worse than those of the refugee establishments. 


Single People 


Another point to which Mr Stylianov drew attention was that some of the inmates 
of refugee establishments were “late-comers", new entrants who arrived at the end 
of 1976 and early 1977 after eviction by the Turks from the enclaved regions. 
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After dealing with the cases of two~member families, the government ie now turning 
ite attention to the aged single people~-male or female~-living in refugee eatab- 
lishments, who will be the last to leave, 


Some 200 unite will be erected for them in Larnaca and the Minieter of the Inter- 
ior Mr Veniamin will next Tuesday preside over a meeting at which the needa of 
Nicosia and Limassol will be discussed along with other refugee problems, Mr

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COMMENTATOR DISCUSSES IMPACT OF COMING PRESIDENTIAL RACE

in Power") 


[Text] The presidential issue has been of continuing interest for over 20 years. 
But Kekkonen is still living in an ever increasing aura of respect. Distinctions 
are forced upon him, institutions are established in his name, streets are named 
after him and medale are coined for him. Books are produced by the shelffuls. 
All of these have the same contents. 


The first man of the country is boletered from all directions, right and left, 

so that he would certainly be able to keep going till the end, so that he would 
not lean towards one direction or the other or so that he would not suddenly fali 
off hie chair and hit his head on the floor. Who would then be the first of the 
rivals to make it to the palace? Suppose the accident happened at night, for 
example. Many a throne has been filled by the light of a lantern and with some 
hasty whispers before the guard has had time to blow the first blast on his trum- 
pet in the morning to wake up the people. 


Where is the will? 


This is peculiar. It is understood that the personal support given to an elected 
officeholder can be passed on. It is fought for so single-mindedly as to become 

an established fact. Everybody concedes that in many elections the president has 
elected himself. It would be just as easy for him to choose a successor. All he 
would have to do is to announce it on television. But he does not say anything, 

the political testament is kept locked in a drawer. 


Even if the president gives no direct announcement, his potential successors 
consider it of great importance to spread the slightest hint of any favor toward 
them. Every crumb is horded. Kekkonen himself was glued to Paasikivi. He push- 
ed the others aside and won the competition. 


Thus there are only two ways to become the holder of supreme power. You have to 
inherit the right to Kekkonen's support or you have to become a leader of those 
forces that can push aside the first inheritor. 
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Getting rid of Kekkonen was already on the agenda at the end of his firat term. 
But the attempt was a catastrophe and resulted in the dispersal of the forces 
that etarted the adventure. Kekkonen gained the upper hand and with it he became 
president for life. He crushed the opposition with a firm hand. That beating 
left a whole party lame for a decade. 


Only one possibility remained: to support Kekkonen over and over again despite 
people's reluctance to get used to it. But now only that ploy has any political 
value. 


We have seen many good scenes where one man after another has bowed down in order 
to support Kekkonen. As if it were a question of support. In fact, the right 
word is necessity. Power based on such foundations is virtually impregnable. It 
ie felt that there is no short cut around Kekkonen to the palace, whether he is 
dead or alive. 


It is quite simple. Kekkonen can even spit on important Finnish men and they 
smile back as if he had licked them with his tongue. Virolainen supports Kekkonen 
but Kekkonen has clearly announced that he would like to remove Virolainen. This 
is an unequal relationship, but whatever gust be must be. 


The language of politicians has become so circumspect over the last 20 years that 
not even in the churches in this country can you hear more solemn language. Dis- 
cussion of new presidential elections is avoided, speculations are fended off as 
“premature” and far-fetched expressions, such as “in case he is not available any 
more” are used about the possible death of the president. And still at least 10 
men continually reflect with knitted brow. or their own possibilities. Every one 
of them denies that he is pursuing the pres.dency. 


Calm People and Restless Cliques 


There are two different groups in the country which take quite a different atti- 
tude towards the presidential issue. 


One is the wide and multi-layered network of power cliques whose vital interests 
depend on power further up the scale. The other group is the population itself, 
the majority, people who have no self-interest or need to cajo.e. 


The most peaceful group is this main group, the calm people of Finland. Its rela- 
tionship with Kekkonen is direct and good. Kekkonen is the people's president. 


Kekkonen's long period in power has not turned out to be a problem for the people. 
It has brought them security and stability. The people think slowly, simply, and 
rationally. When Nicholas II was overthrown, there were many who felt no great 
agony or uncontrollable joy over the fall of the empire. They thought about grain, 
trade and peace. When we had to give up Paasikivi's irreplaceable figure, his 
place was granted without uproar to a prime minister who was ca!' »d a bum. Kek- 
konen can be as certain today that when he leaves, neither will the country drown 
under oceans of tears nor will the fields of barley stop germinating. The sun 
will not set for the last time. 
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However, Kekkonen will be missed more than any other president so far. He has 
been the most popular of all. One of the manifestations of this popularity has 
been Kekkonen's habit of visibly reorganizing the power cliques every now and 
then, 


Long-term Presidency~-Short-term Successors 


It is unnecessary to speculate who will be the next president. Nobody knows. Be- 
cause of the electoral system the people do not choose the president directly. 

The power cliques do it. There is no direct election by the people, the parties 
and other background forces use electors as their tools. In this country many a 
president hae been elected this way. 


The practice is old and only formally democratic. Not even during autocracy did 
emperors have direct contact with their subjects. The controlling system con- 
sisted of a middle layer of courtiers, generale and b.shops. If the emperor 
turned out to be hopeless from this group's point of view, they were poisoned 
and the people were shown from the balcony an imbecile heir or a screaming infant 
in ewaddling clothes. And the regencies used power by the grace of God. 


Koivisto has been proclaimed president too early. He could be pushed aside with- 
out any trouble even if he was able to clear his way to candidacy. 


But one thing is certain: when there is a change in power, there is a change in 
power. There will be clashes within the power cliques and losses will be suf- 
fered. How many a skier following the leader must give way to new skiers from 
behind. For example, I would not bet much on such a great man as Asko Oinas re- 
maining one of the party. Does anybody know what his merits are? He might as 
well be looking for a moth-ball-bag for his golden parka. 





There would be changes at all levels. Many a “butterfly for a day" would disap- 
pear from the Independence Day ball at the presidential residence and there would 
be strong cross currents in offices. The power of the president is so central 

in the country that the influence is deeply felt in all institutions. Many would 
try to resist by swearing in the holy name of Paasikivi-Kekkonen but the o]d song 
cannot be sung forever. Besides, everybody knows it. The Paasikivi-Kekkonen line 
will continue but the question is who will continue it. The new president will 
bring new forces with him but there is no space for new forces unless the old 
forces are first pushed aside. 


When a successor's merits comprise mainly of the support of the deceased presi- 
dent, he gust pray for divine assistance. There are many who will have reason to 
shed genuine tears on Kekkonen's passing. Those who have stuck to Kekkonen most 
passionately will find it a burden one day. 


The period of three decades of power has worn away some of it's own foundations. 
After Kekkonen, presidents will be elected often. The number of statesmen de- 
barred from holding the presidency is large. Forces are so diverse and contra- 
dictory that nobody will sit on the throne to become the pole of the earth. This 
is enough, that program will be introduced. People's memory is long but patience 
limited.

During this time also the re-evaluation of Kekkonen will start. Writing is the 
favorite pastime of shelved politicians. Those who are given time for writing 


by others are usually the most eager to try. 


Indeed, criticiem has been prevented 


for so long that the nature itself will contribute its own share. This event, 


too, is ahead of ue,

DISCUSSION ON MILITARY SERVICE REFORM CONTINUED 
Paris DEFENSE NATIONALE in French Dec 80 pp 53-63 
[Article by Yves Lancien: "Necessary Reform of Military Service") 


[Text] In an article which appeared in the October issue of DEFENSE 
NATIONALE, Mr Bourges, minister of defense, had, in his own words, 
provided “the explanation and justification of military service as 
it is now practiced.” In this article, Bourges, on several occasions, 
had cited the positions maintained by Mr Lancien, vice president of 
the national defense and armed forces committee of the National 
Assembly and reporter on military service, in order to criticize 
them. Lancien asked us to publish the rationale upon which his 
position is based, and we quite willingly acceded to his request. 
In fact, it seems important to us, without engaging in polemic, 

to give our readers a dossier containing the various points of 

view being expressed in France on the future of national military 
service, so long as these points of view are supported by objective 
reasoning. 


To better clarify the debate, we also intended to publish a his- 
torical study of military service which was to have been supplied 
to us by Alexandre Sanguinetti. Unfortunately, the sudden dis- 
appearance of this great friend of our National Defense Study 
Committee has deprived us of this contribution which would cer- 
tainly have been very brilliant. Gen Hublot, on short notice, 
was kind enough to make his research in this sector available 

to us; and we are deeply grateful to him. 


The problem of national military service must be approached with realism and not 
with emotion or bias. Military service which by far continues to be the essential 
element should be taken for what it is; i.e., a tool in the service of a defense 
policy and not an end in itself. No matter what the thinking may be of its 
inveterate detractors, who are always ready to denounce an obligation which in 
their opinion is intolerable and outdated, or of its inspired sycophants, who are 
always ready to attack the heretic who would make it a subject for debate. 
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What holds true for the principle--let ue not forget that there is no unique model 

in the world and that France has had several systems over the years--holds even more 
true for the methodologies: therefore, service for 1 year cannot under any circum- 
stance be considered as having the worth of dogma, If it is suitable, why change it? 
If it does not meet the requirements of the hour, why hold on to it? 


That being the case, the debate becomes clearer: no matter what the moral consid- 
erations may be (educational worth) or economic (unemployment perspectives) which 
unquestionably have their price but which must be given an answer within a framework 
that is appropriate to them, it is as a function of the two basic virtues, effec- 
tiveness and the spirit of defense, that we must think about and resolve the problem 
as it is posed to us in 1980, at the dawning of a decade in which the danger has 
suddenly become more oppressive and more diverse, in a world that, since 1974, on 
evidence has undergone great change. 


In fact, how could we fail in our thinking to take into account the oil crisis and 

the new threats which are weighing heavily upon our supply and communications sectors? 
How could we remain indifferent to the new balance of forces between the superpowers? 
What is more, it is in the European theater, with the adoption of SS 20s and the 
Backfire bomber, that the new [crisis] threatens to have the most serious conse- 
quences. Finally, how could we fail henceforth to consider the combination of 
terrorism and subversion as a form of specific aggression, which alone is capable 

of destabilizing the state? 














However, everything leads us to believe--and how edifying in this regard, 1 month 
before Tehran and 2 months before Kabul, was the account of the governmental position 
during the debate on the updating of the «. itsry program law, a position according 
to which nothing basically had changed whicr night modify the principal directions 

of said program--yes, everything leads us to believe that we are nevertheless 
pursuing implementation o a defense policy established 5 years ago. This defense 
policy, certainly, targets the improvement--but not its real development--of our 
deterrent force but even more the transfer to the updating of the conventional 
battle force, in plain words to the ground army, the pri.cipal thrust of our budge- 
tary outlay, without for all that, however, according it sufficient means but 
mortgaging as a direct consequence the proclaimed priority of *he nuclear sector, 

as well as the renovation of our navy and air force, too much subjected to the pushing 
and pulling of an "accordion" policy. 


This new direction had been very clearly defined in an interview on TF 1 [Channel 1, 
French Television], on 5 May 1976, by the chief of state. Proclaiming at the time 
as the objective of our defense effort parity of conventional forces with the FRG, 
he could not ignore the fact that with a comparable budgetary outlay (in 1979, the 
last reference year, France committed $19.319 billion to its defense and the FRG 
$19.559 billion), we would inevitably continue to be short of what was needed, since 
the FRG is not maintaining a deterrent force and has not equipped itself with a 
foreign intervention force, something we have to do within the same [financial] 
package. Here we are, then, because of this fact constrained to half-measures, to 

a small credit allocation which limits necessarily our competitiveness and cur 
credibility, at least vis-a-vis a threat from the Soviet bloc, the only threat which 
we may reasonably envisage at this time. 
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Of course, we could consider significantly increasing the outlay for the nation's 
defense, There are many who think--and I count myself among them--that from now to 
1985 we must reach the figure of 4 percent of the PIB (gross domestic product); i.e., 
4.6 percent of the PIBm (gross domestic trade [marchand) product). At this cost, 
doubtiess we would be effectively better equipped to target several objectives at 
one and the same time. 


Are we taking such a route? We can seriously doubt it, considering the status of 
updating the program law, a la fall of 1979, of the outlay made for the last two 
budgets, 1980 and 1981, for in spite of appearances--and heaven knows that there 
has apparently been no skimping in the presentation of che 198] budget--we are not 
really managing to "take off." 


As was emphasized by various reporters during the budgetary debate on 23 October, 
it is advisable, in fact, to make numerous corrections in the official figures. 


Compared to the objective set (3.76 percent of the PIBm), the 1980 budget will have 
marked time: it will in fact have been limited to 3.67 percent; i.e., only 0,02 
percent more than the 1979 budget instead of the 0.09 percent anticipated. In the 
meantime, there has been complete abandonment of reference to the general budget 
which envisaged 19.5 percent for 1981, whereas only 17.1 percent was reached, 


Similarly, the percentage ratio between Title III (operations) and Title V (equip- 
ment) was set at 55.14 percent to 44.86 percent, while the objective set was a ratio 
of 54 percent to 46 percent. Even though, through the effect of transfers modifying 
the respective structures of Title III and Title V, particularly through the 
incorporation into the latter of the programmed maintenance of the traditional 

ground army's equipment attributed to Title III, and this is an amount of 900 million 
francs, we are led to believe that the ratio was 54.34 percent to 45.66 percent. 


Account taken of the provisions inscribed in the 1981 budget to offset monetary 
erosion in the matters of compensation and social insurance contributions (paid by 
employer) and the foreseeable rise in the prices of fuels, an erosion which must be 
compensated for next year by a substantial finance bil! su in preceding years, it 

is an increase of 0.06 percent and not 0.09 percent of che PIBm which we must expect. 
What is more the provisions--and forecasts--are based on an inflation rate of 9.5 
percent per year (from 1 July to 1 July) and on an increase in the price of a ton 

of oil from 978 francs to 1,200 francs...forecasts which could prove to be optimistic. 





Under these circumstances-—-the facts are more important than the appearances--we will 
not be surprised if the 1981 budget in fact has a less pleasant aspect: 


----practically unchanged personnel staffing; 


—-equipment running about 2 years behind on the law on programming as concerns the 
ground army and air force; 


--activities at the minimal level: 47 days of maneuvers with full field equipment 
by the ground army instead of 49; 420,000 flight hours by the air force instead of 
505,000 (involving a reduction from 1.6 to 1.2 pilots per airplane); 86 days of sea 
maneuvers for the navy instead of 100, 
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That ie the situation at the moment, However, the medium-term prospects do not seem 
any better, According to the highest etate authorities, we must not, in fact, have 
any illusions about the possibilities in the next few years. During the evening, 

on 13 July, following tradition and addressing himself to the principal officials 
of our defense sector, the president of the republic, after having emphasized that 
the current financial outlay for arme programs included some catch-up funde, said 
that, because of the danger of affecting our ec momic competitiveness, our defense 
system, once this catch-up has been completed, will have “to get used to living with 
@ fraction of the resources attributed to it,” adding: “that means we must calculate, 
forecast and analyze the kind of production programe which are compatible with this 
medium-term perspective,” 


This intention was confirmed by the prime minister who, on 11 September 1980, before 
an audience of IHEDN [Institute for National Defense Studies) officiale expressed 
the following thought: “In a difficult economic and social period, the government 
has made an exceptional outlay for defense; thus the appropriations of this depart- 
ment for the 1981 budgetary year have increased 17.09 percent, while those of the 
other ministries continue to have a ceiling placed on them. (The real limite of 

thie outlay have been reported above.) The share of resources taken out of national 
revenues in this manner is considerable: this share cannot increase in an unlimited 
way because of the danger of compromising economic development, the equilibrium among 
structures and the soundness of the country." 


Ie this not the sounding of the death knell for hopes, yet based upon the present 
context? Also, if we are unable to do significantly more, we must at least resolve-- 
and the sooner the better--to make the choices that have to be made, 


What are these choices? What should they 0.’ Everything must naturally depend upon 
evaluation of the threats which are at one and the same time the most probable and 
the most dangerous. 


These dangers, it seems, are three in number. We must give first place to the 
possibility of a conflict in Burope which, no matter wh.c position one may take 
would immediately assume catastrophic proportions. Consequently, we must at all 
costs attempt to avert it. By deterrence. Nothing should divert us from this 
absolute priority. It is enough to say that we must prohibit anything which could 
contribute to the weakening of this priority (for example, the ‘dea of preparing 
ourselves for battle or the affirmation of an intention to retaliate in response to 
a first strike which is so self-evident that it appears to exclude other alternatives). 
On the other hand, everything that strengthens the credibility of the deterrent 
force (and first and foremost the will to appreciably increase its means) must have 
priority. 


In the second place, with all the sufficient and suitable transport and support 
means--air and sea--we gust establish an effective and immediately operational 
foreign intervention force designed to protect, in case of need, our essential 
supply sources, in collaboration with the maritime surveillance of our lines of 
communication. 


Finally, we must have the infrastructure of an operational civil and air defense 
system throughout the national territory, capable of effectively facing up to a 
generalized subversive undertaking, efforts at sabotage or terorrist or airborne 
actions envisaging the annihilation of all desire for resistance from the interior. 














The syetem to be put in place derives quite naturally from these three principal 
missions, 


Deterrence in Europe guest be linked with the binomial tactical nuclear weapon- 
atrategic nuclear force, with the understanding that use of the tactical nuclear 
weapon requires a conventional surface-air environment whose role consiete basically 
in identifying and locating the target. A concentrated battle force of Light 
achievement will handle this task. Therefore, it is of “all deterrence” and not of 
“all nuclear” that we should speak, At the same time, our strategic nuclear force 
should be equipped with ite own observation satellite. 


The foreign intervention force must absolutely have large tonnage airplanes and 
naval means of landing which will permit the rapid engagement of our two divisions 
provided for thie purpose. 


Finally, all of the national territory guest be permanently covered by civil and 
military operational defense units which are thoroughly familiar with the country 
and animated by a fierce desire to resist. For many reasons, we cannot legitimately 
forge such a tool without calling inte question military service in ite present 
form. Such ae it is, in fact, with about 300,000 young men incorporated every year 
for 1 year, by fractional contingents every 2 months, thie military service of 
necessity generates a conventional infrastructure of the kind with which we are 
familiar. It thus principally feede the land forces which, well-staffed with the 
personnel provided by the military service system, deploys large unite which it most 
naturally is led to assign a conventional battle mission in Central Europe; in con- 
tradiction of the notion of deterrence; in contradiction, aleo, with the integrated 
maneuver of the NATO infrastructure. 


In effect, who would maintain, from the sole standpoint of numbers (men and 
materials), that we have some chance on this terrain of opposing the steamroller 
which, early on, will have broken through the German-American front? 


Doubtless we would be tempted--and certain official statements have given credence 
to this position--to seek rather to regroup our forces with those of our allies to 
reduce the disproportion between the forces facing one another. All the same, we 
would find ourselves one against three, with the initiative moreover playing 
against ue and we would have “coneumed” in advance the conventional environment of 
our tactical nuclear weapon. 


It is proper once again to add that, above and beyond numerical superiority (there 
is still no equalizing power in the conventional sector), the potential enemy 
unquestionably would have an advantage over us in equipment, training, availability 
and motivation. 


In this regard, we do not have the right to shut our eyes eo that we do not see. 
After 20 months of investigations, visite, interviews, I say that our battle force 
unite have only 50 percent of their major equipment which is competitive: our 
principal combat machine, the AMX 30 tank, which doubtless will still be in service 
10 more years, is outclassed. Our artillery is just now beginning to receive its 
first unite of 155 GCT [rapid-fire] cannons. Our engineering corps has not had 
replacements for its old Gillois crossing equipment and is still waiting to be 
equipped with msodern mine detectors and layers. Only 10 percent of the French Army 
is yet equipped with our Pamas (5.56 am automatic rifle). We are experiencing long 
delays in equipping our squadrons with Mirage 2000 and producing nuclear attack 
submarines. 
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Por ite part, the training of battle force unite is suffering from a lack of means 
(fuels, ammunition, camps...) such as having to accommodate to leyear service, which 
ie just enough time to train tank crews before releasing them, with practically not 
even 4 prayer of getting them back, since the time epent in the ready reserve after 
service is so short (4 years), Thus, we are told, tanke which are worth about 5 
million france apiece have crewmen who must be replaced every year. Thus, we are 
releasing from service tank gunners 1 month after they have fired the last six of 
their 32 rounds of ammunition when, on the other side, we are in danger of having to 
deal with soldiers who have had 2 or 3} years of service and who reportedly have 
fired three times the number of shelle during training! 


What is there to say, moreover, about the readiness of our unite when we know that 
Friday afternoon, there is a great exodus on pase with a return Monday morning on 
the night train. Are we not thus in turn running the risk of being surprised as 
wae lerael at the time of the Yom Kippur war? It is true that for every armored 
regiment there is one operationally available squadron. However, because of the 
homogeneous incorporations of fractions of draft groups, this squadron, on a case 
basis, can be made up of conscripte with 3, 5, 7, 9 of 11 monthe of service. In 
any event, an armored regiment (the very framework of our battle force) would have 
five squadrons with quite varied levele of training. These realities are not 
escaping our draftees, which on the one hand explains the fact that the general 
feeling is one of incorprehension, even if such feeling does not broach the subject 
of the real readiness of the contingent (they are, moreover, sensitive to the fact 
that of the increasing inequities of military service due to exemptions, dispen- 
sations, privileged assignments, service other than military, etc.). 


Therefore, reform is called for, and firet w<« foremost to increase the worth of our 
battle force through a call for voluntary s*.vice of 18 or 24 months. Less 
numerous and thereby better equipped and better trained, more ready because they are 
more motivated and are spending more time in the service, volunteers would in return 
receive a certain number of advantages, material and otherwise. 


The public survey published in L'EXPRESS in June 1980 showed that on these bases we 
would find the personnel needed (50,000-60,000 volunteers for the three services). 
Some of these volunteers could serve with military personnel assigned to the foreign 
intervention force which gust be capable of deployment on very short order and with- 
out publicity, which excludes any need to ask for authorization from parliament, as 
is the case with draftees. 


The major part of the volunteer contingent, however, would have short and regionalized 
service (4 months), either in operational defense or in civil defense. An intensive, 
more universal and equitable service than today would be followed by l-week 

periods every 2 years until the age of 35, which would always take place locally. 
Parenthetically, these regulations would at one and the same time resolve the thorny 
problem of conscientious objectors who are automatically placed in civil defense. 
Another result of regionalization would be that reserve cadres, better than they are 
now doing, would be permitted to participate in the contingent's *~sining and would 

in this way help to strengthen the army-nation link. 


Above and beyond technical effectiveness, it is also the defense attitude, that is 
so poorly assured with the present system, if we are to believe the survey published 
by the weekly newspaper, LE POINT, in June 1980, which we must simultaneously 

















atrengthen, Military service which ie better understood would certainly help in 
this, ae would a call for volunteers, including female volunteers, something that 

is already giving such good results, In this regard, ie it not significant that the 
beet eaprit de corps is to be found in parachute unite in which the enlistees, all 
volunteers, have beforehand received silitery training in parachuting, while the 
other military training sectore are neglected, 


Let ue add that, within the framework of such reform, a certain number of menial 
jobe would be offered to civilian personnel, 


That said, what major objections could there be to such a system? 
Ite cost? 


On condition of not rebuilding all the barracks in Prance, but rather of choosing 
less permanent camps in which a man would feel more of a soldier than a military man, 
the economies to be realized in heavy equipment, in fuel, food, pay, etc. would more 
than compensate for the new expenses to be incurred for the volunteers and civilian 
personnel. Thue the demanded increase in budgetary allocations for defense very 
usefully, moreover, instead of our continuing to be exhausted by unceasing catching 
up, could be applied to the development of our deterrent force and the equipment of 
the intervention force and of our air and sea means. 


Ite Repercussions On the Ground Army 


Has it not in fact been said that such a plan would threaten to “demolish the ground 
forces? Must we fear change to such a point if it is synonymous with greater 
effectiveness’? Yes, because the officers and noncommissioned officers serving in 
unite of proven operational quality (battle force or intervention force) would not 
derive legitimate pride therefrom? Yes, why should not the other cadres, now less 
subjected to the uncertainties of frequent changes because they, too, are linked 
with regionalized service, feel satisfied with being better integrated with the 
nation? And there is nothing overall to indicate that through the operation of 
these two factors the ground forces would not have greater prestige. The new con- 
cept should not cause too great problems for the navy, in which one draftee out of 
three is on a vessel and for the air force in which one draftee out of three is on 
a vessel and for the air force in which all flight personnel are career types. 


The Brevity of Training? 


Although time certainly is required for the training of tank crews, experience has 
shown us that we can train commandos and missile gunners in a few months. 


Its Implications For Foreign Policy 


Would we seriously run the risk of casting doubt on France's defense willingness to 
increase the effectiveness of its deterrent force, its foreign intervention means, 
ite spirit of resistance? There is every reason to believe otherwise: a deterrent 
force with four or five missile-launching submarines permanently at sea to prevent 
any unpleasant surprise, with a renewed air component and a mobile ground launcher, 
with the means to meet the objectives of the tactical nuclear arm, would do much 
more for European security than the present setup and, in the event of a decrease in 
confidence in the “American umbrella," would give our country quite different weight 
on the Buropean continent. 
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Similarly, if one day we have the capability of transporting and sustaining the 
overall action of our parachute division right to the sources of our of] supplies, 
there would be no doubt that Prance's voice would be much more listened to by the 
world, At the very time when the world would have the greatest need for such capa- 
bility! 


That, it seems to me, is the serious, coherent and logical alternative which should 
be proposed to the present formula, That is why I am grateful to thie magazine, 
DEFENSE NATIONALE, for having permitted this contribution to the great debate which 
is now open before public opinion, eo true ie it that everything must be done, 4° 
yeare afterward, having learned our lesson well, to prevent the return to disas: er 
and servitude, 


Last time we paid very dearly for the blindness of some individuals and the 

stubborness of others. Of course, the perfect system does not exist. Everything 
is a question of circumstances; i.e., above all of the potential enemy. In 1940, 
for example, we experienced defeat with conscription before volunteers brought us 
liberation. However, we also had experienced defeat in 1870 with a professional 


army. 


We must make good choices today, not to keep from having to ask for a great effort 
from our youth; our youth would be capable of doing so if it were necessary; and we 
must not hesitate to ask our youth for this. But, on the other hand, we do not have 
to impose upon it, in a routine or prejudiced spirit, a constraint that is not the 
source of the greatest effectiveness. 


And, repeating a famous comment, we could yy: "Give me good military service, and 
I will give you a good defense."

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UIL'S BENVENUTO ON NEED FOR RENEWAL OF UNIONS

[Interview with UIL Secretary Giorgio Benvenuto by Luca Lauriola, of IL POPOLO; 
date and place not given) 


[Text] Since society has changed, trade unioniem must change. 


A basic choice between reformiem and revolution, a clear distinction between 
socialiem and communiem, unreserved protection of Western type political and 
economic pluralism, participation in the management of the economic policy-- 
these are the lines of the trade union policy for the 1980's as outlined by UIL 
{Italian Union of Labor] Secretary Giorgio Benvenuto in an interview with our 
newspaper. According to this strategy the fight to improve the competency of the 
Italian economy and industrial production acquires special importance. And it is 
precisely from this last specific and pressing point that the interview starts. 


[Question] Benvenuto, what contribution can and must the trade union movement 
make to improve the competency of the economy, essential to the balancing of for- 
eign accounts and the stability of the lira, and thus to improve productivity? 


[Answer] Competency and the balancing of foreign accounts are nourished by many 
things. Consider agriculture. We have a food deficiency for which there is no 
justification. Italy could have an agriculture that would be capable of exporta- 
tion, taking into consideration its wonderful and enviable geographic location. 

We must abandon the residual idea according to which industry is the beginning and 
the end of trade unionien. 


[Question] Nonetheless there is a current problem with respect to productivity 
that is tied in with mobility, disagreements, salary structure, etc. 


[Answer] Let us speak frankly. An important difference regarding mobility comes 
precisely from the CONFINDUSTRIA [General Confederation of Italian Industry]. 
When then Minister of Labor Scotti sent Undersecretary Pumilia to attempt an 
agreement on mobility, he was confronted with the sensational fact that the 
businesemen did not appear. 


[Question] The reason? 
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[Anewer] A businessman prefers to select a worker from the employment office 
rather than from another enterprise because he thinks that the firm that pute a 
worker on the mobility list, to use the ugly term of an authoritative represen- 
tative of the CONFINDUSTRIA, represents “leftover stock." 


A second difficulty comes from parliament, iteelf, which was unable to come to a 
definite agreement on expressing the standard for the management of mobility. A 
third difficulty comes from the worker's preference to remain where he is. The 
trade union nevertheless is the least conservative in this matter. The Fiat 
event was finally resolved by affirming and improving the possibility of mobility. 
We will continue to pursue this theme in the forthcoming months, since I am con- 
vinced that it is useless to uphold unproductive structures. 


[Question] Is there resistance in trade union circles? And at the top or at the 
base? 


[Anewer] At the intermediate level. But the conviction has by now evolved that 
if trade unioniem wishes to carry out a reorganization of our productive apparat 
in the coming years, it must change everything that has to do with the productive 
labor policy. At present there is a fragmentation of the labor market between 
those who are over protected, as in the case of those who have been participating 
in the wage supplement fund for 10 years and who receive almost full pay, and the 
poor young unemployed persons who for a limited period receive 1,000 lire a day. 


[Question] Let us return to the specific 1. oic of productivity... 


[Anewer] Productivity is improved also by combatting absenteeism. I am for 
verifying the reasons for diemissals. If a person is really sick, his job must 
be kept open for him. If a person takes advantage o. sick leave, the labor union 
says that he should be dismissed and that a young persor should be employed in 
his place. There should also be an intervention with .espect to doctors. A false 
certification is more serious that the fact of a worker who stays home. Thus 
there should be sanctions, suspensions, and in the most sensational cases, cancel- 
lation of the doctors’ order. 


[Question] Then there is the relationship between productivity and rigidity of 
work hours. 


[Anewer] There has to be overtime work, in accordance with contractual terms. 
There should not be any ideological refusal in big factories. Wot much will be 
gained by anewering the request of a big firm to do overtime work in order to 

meet peak market periods by demanding the alternative of employing persons in a 
plant in the south. Another aspect must be examined: the utilization of the 
occupational skills in the labor organization in order not to discourage assumption 
of responsibility. Cost of labor. I am of the opinion that the italian worker's 
pay check is too small compared with that of the European worker. The rea) pro- 
blem consists of changing the salary structure. We have carried out a policy of 











salary and remunerative levelling that causes us to run the risk of being crushed. 
The levelling of remuneration ie the least equalitarian thing in the world. I favor 
equalitarianiem, not ite caricature. For example, what occurred in parliament is 
serious; that ise, ite continued firm etand that 12 million be the limit for INPS 
[National Social Security Institute) pensione--which ie shameful. There are 
meetings for chiefs, employees, specialised workers, technicians, staffs. It is 
said that there should not be 4 remunerative levelling and then they allow the 

most absurd and unjust standard possible to continue to be in effect. With the 

12 million ceiling, millions of workere retire with a pension that is much smaller 
that one for which they made contributions. 


[Question] Are you for the sliding scale? 


[Anewer] Today the most persistent advocate of the sliding scale is Reviglio 
because, as is apparent, with inflation it te a huge business for the state. As 
the sliding scale springs upward, the 2,300 lire point is substantially reduced 
and there is a transfer of money from the enterprise to the state. Quarter after 
quarter workers see a decrease in the recovery power that the sliding scale 
guarantees. Several things should be reviewed. As things are today, the basket 
is not adequate: cigarettes, newspapers, tariffs, gasoline, and other things 
that increase in price exert no influence on the sliding scale. If in the next 

3 years inflation exceeds 20 percent, there would be an equal 300,000 lire increase 
for everyone, which would aggravate the matter of remunerative levelling. At 
the same time, at least a parametric difference contracted by the labor union 
should not be eaten away by inflation. Sooner or later the sliding scale should 
be deliberated. 


[Question] There is a point on which the nature of the destiny of the Italian 
labor union policy depends: that is, participation, for various reasons, in the 
management of the economic policy. Por that very reason the Solidarity Fund 
ended by taking on a quite special importance, producing polemics, divisiveness, 
and strong disputes. 


[Anewer}] I would not want to meekly accept the 0.50 percent affair, as does 
Pierre Carniti; but I do share the approach. I am in favor of the fund because I 
see it as a way for the labor union to intervene in the definition of a planning 
policy, a8 a way to participate in the control of the economy. We no longer want 
to make any sacrifice or give any form of solidarity if there is no direct con- 
trol on the part of the workers. 


We made an agreement based on de-indexing the seniority allowance. The enterprises 
found themselves with 8,000 billion more in the past 3 years. Who controlled 
them? There was the political framework for national solidarity. But trade 
unioniem cannot delegate authority to a political framework. Therefore CISL 
[Italian Confederation of Labor Unions) and UIL are for an autonomous trade unionism 
which, when it asks for sacrifices and solidarity does not do so in order to 
legitimize this or that political force, but only because it is convinced. This is 
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our position, which certainly does not coincide with that of the PCI [Italian 
Communiet Party) or with a significant portion of communist trade unionists. But 
the CONFINDUSTRIA is also opposed to the fund; and eo is the right. Thue there is 
thie strange alliance of the right and the PCI against the participation of trade 
unioniam in the management of the economy. But the Fund ie only one of the inetru- 
mente of economic democracy. 


[Question] You recently said that trade unioniem sees the new, but does not want 
to abandon the old. Can you clarify this concept? 


[Anewer] We cannot at the same time be reformists and revolutionaries; we cannot 
at the same time participate and disagree; we cannot contemporaneously be for 
control and against control. They are good things for a slogan, not for progress. 
In the second place, it is necessary to keep in mind that society has changed; 
people have changed. In 1969, 20 percent were office employees; 80 percent were 
workers and farmers. In 1980, 40 percent were office employees; 60 percent were 
workers and farmers. In 1969, the great majority of the 80 percent were illiterate 
laborers and unskilled workers and only 20 percent of that 80 percent had a 
specialty. The relationship in the 1980's has been overturned. Of the above 
mentioned 60 percent, more than half have a skill. An unskilled worker among the 
metal workers is a kind of archeological find: he is in the contract, but not in 
the factory. 


So, what is the basic problem? The Itai. ~ society is an industrial society that 
is on the way to becoming post-industrial. We must not be schizophrenics. We have 
changed things, but we continue to behave as if we have not. In 1969 we represented 
everyone; today we run the risk of :epresenting only some. We must change both 


language and strategy. 
[Question] There is a risk, in fact, of fragmenting th labor unions. 


[Answer] To avoid this risk something else is necessary: that the mechanisms for 
democracy also be modified within the labor unions. That is why I support the 
defense of resolute organiems and the introduction of rules, because democracy is 
based on rules. 


[Question] Small group meetings, then, as Carniti proposes? 


[Anewer] It should be possible for workers to vote, too. Pierre's idea is fine 
for the Fiat company, but how can I hold meetings in the ministries? How can I 
know what state employees want? I find what my CGIL [Italian General Confederation 
of Labor) friends say to be incredible when they accuse me of wanting to do who 
knows what by having workers vote. If workers hold meetings, fill San Giovanni 
Square, go on strike, they are a mass acting in defense of freedom and democracy. 
If instead they vote in secret, they are a silent majority. Fac.wry councils must 
represent both labor union pluralism and social pluralism. 


[Question] But in talking of participation one does not mean participation only 
in the definition of the economic policy, the control of accumulation, but also 
the level of business. Trade unionism remains outside the factory, which falls 
more within the Leninist strategy than in the western type. 














[Anewer] Thia peychological barrier must be overcome, The fact that there is 
control, that one knows oneself better, that one co-decides does not exclude 
disagreement, but if one arrives at a etrike, one arrives there after due consider- 
ation. The etrike will perhaps be more dramatic, but regains ite value. Perhaps 
it might be different from now, when the strike is a weapon that is eo exacerbated 
that resorting to it is counterproductive, costly for the workers. Therefore I 

am for trying forms of participation, starting with state-aided enterprises. I 

am not biased; I am not a prisoner of idole. Besides, the German experience 
teaches that employers do not accept that particular form of participation, that 
is, co-management, without resistance. This has not prevented trade unioniem from 
carrying out a fight that lasted more than 1 month in order to extract, the firet in 
Europe, 4 reduction in work hours in the iron and steel industry. 


[Question] What society do you favor, Benvenuto? 


[Answer] I am for a country where there is freedom, guaranteed by political, social, 
and economic pluralism. I am not a communist; I am a socialist. There is a pro- 
found difference between communism and socialism. I am a socialist who appreciates 
western and European values. I do not share the liquidating opinions that are 
expressed in our country on social democracies. 
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SVIMEZ REPORT ON SOUTH CRITICIZED

[Text] Paradoxically, a decrease of dependency coincides with 
a decline in means of production: A situation of equilibrium 
based on precarious development. Multiplication of enter- 
prises cannot guarantee self-sufficiency of the southern 
economy. Industrialization is not sufficient for development. 


This year, too, Pasquale Saraceno's data in the "Report on the South 1979," 
prepared by SVIMEZ [Association for Indus. ‘al Development of the South], deserved 
careful assessment. 


First of all let us look at the structural picture: The 1973 watershed is assumed 
as a terminal point in itself to judge the present status of the southern economy. 
The energy crisis and the increase in the price of petroleum have resulted in a 
relative revision of world rates of development. The re.uction has been more than 
proportional in the areas and nations with lower incomes. Between 1974 and 1979, 
SVIMEZ says, the southern economy did not worsen compared with the rest of Italy. 
The decrease in the national rate of growth was equitably redistributed, since the 
average rate of increase in the net national product in the south was 2.6 percent 
and 2.5 percent in the north. During the same period of time, the only and largest 
decrease registered was in the flow of foreign resources toward the southern area, 
since the amount of net imports decreased at an annual real rate of 2.5 percent. 
However, the latcer figures continue to represent a large portion of the southern 
economy (15 percent of the total available resources). SVIMEZ points out that 

this simple holding pattern of the southern economy reverses the process of closing 
the gap between the north and the south. 


However, to use the extreme data of 1974 and 1979 to describe and predict the 
dynamic of the southern economy presenta some problems. For a reliable prospective 
aseesement, it ie necessary to consider the various characteristics of the second 
petroleum crisis compared with that of 1973. The recent further increase in 
petroleum prices does not seem at all definitive. The absorption of credits that 
took place in foreign accounts of producing nations appears still more difficult. 
In future years we must, therefore, pay for a mre marked slowdown in the rate of 











development together with a wormening of inflation. Furthermore, to speak of 
the relative atationary nature of the compariaon between 1973 and 1979 does not 
make it posaMile to undewatand domeatic progreaa during the period considered. 
Por all of 1973 and 1974 tie soutDenn economy showed the effects of a slowdown 
ia development due to tite large investments of public enterprises, decentralization 
of the nevthewn productive apparatus, and the massive volume of payments to 
families that increased the demand for conaumption in the first half of 1970. 

The year 1975 wae one of inactivity, and some recovery was noted in the following 
year; 1977 was another year of stagnation, as was a large part of 1978; 1979 and 
the fivet half of 1980 were, finally, years of robust positive economic 
development. 


The graph shows net imports at constant prices in the 6 years in question. This 
fs a crucial variable for understanding southern economy, but its interpretation 
ia very ambiguous and insidious. Since the balance of payments in the south 
compared with the remainder of the nation is not available, it is derived by 
subtracting the net national product of the area from the total of consumption 
and investments (utilized income). 





For this reason a very direct correlation between net imports and investment or 
consumption is not possible. A study of sales figures, however, discloses a 
connection with the economic cycle that Saraceno's statement, in his derivation 

of the annual average, put into a secondary position. THe supposition, that can 
be legitimately made, regards the possibility that in the first half of the 1970's, 
the imbalance between income produced and income consumed would be so sensitive 
because it was influenced by foreign and domestic investment, and by multiplier 
effects associated with them; while its revised extent, in the second half of 

the decade just passed, depended exclusively on the reduced volume of domestic 
imvestment and by the multiplier effect connected with it. 


In the 3 years from 1975 to 1978 net imports of the area decreased, but there is 
a parallel decrease also in the relative per capita gross income and the amount 
of investment based on use of resources. Both these values fall below those of 
1970. Paradoxically, that is, when the south seemed to be emerging from a state 
of dependency due to decreased imports of resources, it suffered a re'-*.ve 
decrease in the standard of living, a decline in the means of production and a 
widening of the time gap relative to the possibility of closing the imbalance 
with the north. During the same period, however, there was an increase in the 
area's gross product and in the level of private consumption. The two phenomena 
do not conflict with the decrease in the relative standard of living just 
mentioned. 


The southern economy, therefore, is projected into an international context 
marked by decreased development without having reached sufficient levels of self- 
propulsive potential, and without being any longer able to benefit from a policy 
of massive transfers. Prom these observations, a reference must be made to the 
polemics on spontaneous development, as has been said, on the spread throughout 
the southern area of the typical forms of the “Third Italy": Multiplication of 
enterpreneurships, decentralization and redimensioning of productive plant. 
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On the basia of data ao far recalled it quat be admitted that these positions have 
an internal kernel of truth, but preciaaly because of the same statistical evidence, 
they must be ahown of the pretext that they can guarantee self-sufficiency to the 
eguthenn economy. 


Purthermove, che limited significance of values related to average experience in 
an increasingly varied context ehould be particularly clear. It is enough once 
more to cite Saraceno: “Among the productive efforts initiated in the south, 
thoge most involved in technological fnnovations...increased overall in the 6 
years at a higher rate than fn the center-north: 5.7 percent per year on the 
average, against 2.5 percent. Thus, the overall volume of production in the south 
im those sectors is equal to only one tenth that in the center-north."” Today, the 
south ts in a condition of equilibrium of precarious development: Economic growth 
= accompanying socfal changes in a stagnant position compared with the national 
picture. 


The subject and predicate here express the characteristics of the modern southern 
contradiction, its crippled and dependent dynamism, and paradoxically, in terms 

of a process of modernization in which passiveness tends to proceed at the same 
pace as production and consumption of precarious income. What is the south? 

It is not only the differences between Campania and Calabria, or between Puglia 

and Sicily, or the strong articulations that exist within each regional area 

(and which seem to go so far as to once more raise the old issue of division 
between interior areas and iiie coastal zone). It is also strong working class 
concentrations in a position of defense against the blows of inflation; the youth 
and the women who become wed to the old a4 dramatic problem of unemployment; 

the institutions of the government of devel. -me.t with its incredible ineptitude, 
which function in the role of mediators only .n the allotment of public expenditures. 
It is a real social system in addition to being a regional economic subsystem. It 
is a complexity regarding which the defense of instruments of extraordinary aid 
adopted in the SVIMEZ report seems to lack a politica’ center. More generally, it 
is surprising how Saraceno, in view of the cognitive resu'ts of his analysis, 

again proposes the same complex of techniques of aid proposed 30 years ago. The 
surprise diminishes when thought is given to the cultural horizons from which the 
proposals emerge: They seem, in this light, to be the dramatic testimony of the 
achievement of a cycle. Starting with a challenge to the "old southern approach"-- 
the southern question as an anthropological and ethical question--the "new southern 
apporach" itself confesses the impotency of industrialization at any price. 


There is no development without industry, but industry is not sufficient to guarantee 
the stability of development and the modernization of social relationships: This 

is the unsolved problem of the “new southern approach." The reasons for failure are 
to be found in the forms in which a principle enunciated by Saraceno was achieved: 
The movement toward a solution of the southern question requires a kind of action 
which: (A) has no reason for being in the rest of the country; (B) requires, in 
order to be implemented, larger resources than, and different measures from, those 
that can be conceived when, under ordinary circumstances, considei.-ion is given 

in overall terms to the entire Italian society." And further “in the political 
situation, and according to the schedules, extraordinary aid was igqentified with an 
ad hoc organization." The birth of the Fund for the South thus was put into a 
framework with the historical dignity it deserved: The Italian transposition of a 
logic of public aid in the economy not only for the purposes of stabilizing the 
economic cycle, but of actual substitution of the functions and achievements that 
cannot be left to the market. The reference to the New Deal culture is so trans- 
parent as to be pleonastic. 
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But how much has remained of the Roosevelt apixrit in the great feudal bureaucratic 
apparatua in the deseyta of Chriatian Democratic power? ow much of that spirit 
could have objectively remained if the asphyxiation of the political democracy 

of the south weuld soon have yitfated the public function into a mediation of 
eatablieahed intewesata, politicizing the activity of bureaucratic institutions 
thveugh patronage and deception and dietorting the traditional Umbertine neutrality 
ae well as the commitment to civilfan supply imported from overseas? 


It is impossible at this point and within the limits of a newspaper commentary, 

to study or seek replies to these questions. It is necessary to limit oneself 

to advancing suggestions declaring within this context the obvious availability 
for necessary, further studies. The balance of precarious development demonstrates 
capacities of resistance and possibilities of gathering a consensus. It is an 
adversary that has become so strong as to react and engulf the "external shock" of 
forced industrialization. It is necessary to challenge this adversary on the 
terrain of large scale industrialization with a policy capable of simultaneously 
measuring up to the social, economic and institutional problems of the contemporary 
south. The European and overseas underestimation of the culture of reform can and 
perhaps must be considered an error of the historical left; but the error 
committed in complete intellectual honesty by those who have considered the 
southern approach on the level of a professional specialization was equally 
serious. Within the reciprocal, linked, impotencies was inserted the daily 
bureaucratic control of the administrative interests of those who are traditionally 
backed by the Christian Democratic Party. Their strength lay in the fact that 
they had understood the decisive role of the institutional organizational units 
within contemporary democracy. 


The southern approach of the 1980's should represent the horizon of the discovery-- 
by a broad expanse of cultural, political and trade union positions--of the 
connections between the institutional systems, public aid to the economy, 
independent vitality of social relationships, and the mass dimensions of the 
political party: This 1s at least the ambition of large scale industrialization. 
If this search, which is also the battle against the explicit limits of the old 
instruments of government, could yield positive results, Saraceno himself would 
finally draw from it the deserved enjoyment of an impassioned and continued 

civil commitment. 
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ROLE OF PCI IN FIAT-MIRAPIORI PLANT ANALYZED

Neegt Comrade Berlinguer, in hie cemarke at the most recent meeting of the 

tral Committee, referred to the presence and the role of the party in the fac- 
tory. The party secretary pointed out the need to discuss “and to take the ini- 
tiative not only on labor union and economic problema but also on all the domestic 
and international political problems. And this is not being done sufficiently.” 
In view of this comment, I feel it is appropriate to offer some thoughts on the 
party's experience at FIAT-Mirafiori in recent years, and on the problems that 
have remained open and have been borne out by our most recent experience in the 
struggle against layoffs. 


1) It must be clearly understood that we are not starting from scratch. Over the 
last few years the debate has grown considerably and has brought out the basic 
issues. One of the foremost issues is undoubtedly that of the party-union 
relationship, with specific reference to the factory. At FIAT, for a long time, 
the communists’ main objective was the reorganization and strengthening of the 
union. During that period, the party had behind it a long history of opposition 
and therefore, in the factory at least, not many major conflicts arose. With 
the electoral gains of 1975 and, above all, those of 1976, a new phase opened in 
this area as well. The difference in the roles of the party and the union, which 
until then had been considered only theoretical by many, began to be addressed 
more explicitly. 


A new and rather difficult situation was created then by the communist militants 
in the factory, because they were at the same time union militants as well. The 
consequences were not altogether homogeneous but--and notwithstanding a strong 
overall cohesiveness--there were many instances in which the party image suffered 
tarnishment and union action was weakened, to the point where some militants 
actually showed signs of diminishing activiem and of crisis. In this contexture, 
the urgent need of an independent presence of the party in the factory made itself 
felt more strongly and, in the situation that emerged after 1979, it was clearly 
borne out. 
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Our ceoent experiences have clearly demonstrated the existence of a union reno= 
vation problem. There is at the same time, however, a need to renovate the party, 
end in partioular its way of operating among the masses. From a more general 
standpoint, it is the situation of the country iteelf that requires a renovation 
of all the forces of progress. 


Specifically, what is meant by “anew role” and “mutual independence of the party 
and the union” inside the factory? Firet of all, we must insist on the political 
and non=-para-union character of the communist presence in the factory. As the 
document of the Turin Pederation of the PCI Italian Communist Party affirms re- 
garding the struggle at FIAT, thie means, in the first place, promot Ing debate of 
@ political and cultural nature within the party organizations. 


Separate roles and tasks within the context of party-union relationships can of 
course be talked about. The difficult thing is to estabhish just which should be 
the issues and areas of intervention. In fact, I maintain that, just as it is 
proper that the union not delegate to the parties its societal intervention, it is 
equally proper that the parties, and ours in particular, not delegate to the union 
their areas of intervention in the factory. Independence, therefore, cannot be a 
one-way street and, because because of the very fact that the communists are 
striving for a unitary and independent union, the relations between the party and 
the masses, and between the party and the workers, cannot be left to union 
negotiations. A direct, political and organizational relationship with the 
workers facilitates the bringing of the party's influence to bear on the decisions 
to be taken inside the factory and the building up of the bases for 4 presence 
therein characterized by the masses. 


2) Prom the specific experience of Mirafiori can be derived useful information and 
background for a new development of our initiative. Ina little less than 10 
years, the number of party membership has increased from 200 to over 2,000. But 
that in itself is not sufficient. Our recent experience of struggle has also 
shown the need for a sharp qualitative increase in the ange of our organization, 
in the ability of the communist cadres, and in the roie of our leader groups. 
These issues cannot be addressed merely through a few gestures of good will. 


One of the central issues against which the party has been measured at FIAT is the 
struggle against terrorism and the defense of democratic institutions: Our 
analysis in this area must go much deeper and our action further developed. It is 
precisely at this stage, in fact, that vigilance must be intensified and the 
political struggle pressed. We can affirm with certainty that, on this problem, 
the action of the party in the factory has been decisive (even though it has 
encountered no lack of difficulties) in the orientation and commitment of the 
union itself and of the movement as a whole. 


Much has been said, and much will continue to be said for 4 long time to come, 

regarding our 35 days of struggle at FIAT and regarding its implications. I will 
limit myself here to stating that the Communist Party carried out its part well. 
This does not mean no errors were committed, but certain facts need to be »rought 











out in this regard. It is @ profound mistake to seek out the errors by analysing 
the 35 days alone. Many probleme, many constraints on and delays in movement date 
back to prior years. And errors alone do not account for everything; we must 
also consider the objective difficulties and the widespread support given, to a 
large extent by the media, beginning with the RAI-TV, to the actions of the enemy. 


based on thie extraordinary experience, we are now conducting a critical and self- 
critical analysis, without blaming others, and even less the union, for any pos- 
Bible Limitations of our own (Besides, everyone has his), but rather seeking to 
Gerive the maximum positive learning from it. We are in a position to speak of 
Our role in thie struggle, because we were among the leadership and with the 
workers. It might be asked whether our critics can say the same. It is precisely 
this whieh gives us the right to take part in the open debate of the union. 


Basic probleme are being addressed such as: union democracy; the role of the 
assemblies, the delegates and the works councils; and the overall relationships 
with the workers (hourly-wage earners, salaried employees, technicians, inter- 
mediate supervisors). The talke that are now under way within the Unitary Federa- 
tion of the CGIL [Italian General Confederation of Labor], the CISL [Italian 
Confederation of t Unions] and the UIL [Italian Union of Labor] could be an 
initial major innovative occasion. Basic problems such as parity catios within 
the leadership organizations and their relations with the rank and file organiza- 
tions, and decision-making procedure, still need to be worked out. As regards the 
assemblies, their purpose, their operation and their representativeness need to 
be reviewed. Much has been said in regard to the factory referendum as a demo- 
cratic decision-making procedure. I think this problem needs clarification. I 
have no prior attitude either in favor of or against the referendum. But who is 
going to decide what problems are to be submitted to a referendum and how they are 
to be submitted? In substance, the problem is that of participation and informa- 
tion by the works councils and among the workers. 


Another fundamental issue in the current debate also has to do with the works 
councils. Are the delegates and the councils sufficiently representative of all 
the workers? Are they capable of intervening as a unit in problems affecting the 
workers, the factory and the nation? In substance, will the works councils be, 
during the 1960's, the basic supporting structures of the union? 


These issues give rise to a challenge that involves not only the union but the 
overall role of the entire working class. Because of the stakes involved, we 
have the right and the duty to intervene both in the debate and in the political 
struggle, as the workers party, to defeat the attempt being pressed by management 
and by the moderate forces. Ways must be found to renovate the works councils and 
the decision-making procedures. This may appear to be forcing things somewhat, 
but we need a cultural forward leap comparable to the leap from back-room union- 
ism to works-council unionism. 


Based on our specific FIAT problems, we must learn to reconcile, in intervening 
in the work organization, the defense of the workers’ well-being with the need for 
productive growth. We have dwelt at length on the FIAT crisis, but our analysis 





is not yet masse property, It is in this dicection that we must move if we wish 
to bring together with the the more combative sector of the working clasé--around 
@ proposed rehabilitation and growth=--all etrata in the factory. As a party, we 
are working toward this objective and the next milestone will be the national 
conference of FIAT communists, to be held in Turin in December. 


As cegards our factory organizations, there are some pressing questions. What is 
to be the function of the party leader groupe within the factory, above all, in 
relation to union positions of responsibility? Thies brings use back to the old 
problem of incompatibility; the role of the section and of the cell must be better 
defined. Our cadres must be trained systematically, not sepasmodically, so as to 
give them an overall understanding of the nation's probleme and of the party's 
political action. 


I insist that the training of the worker cadres must be given priority if we wish 
to renovate and strengthen the party's role and its presence in the factory. 
Following the agreement with FIAT placing many communists in “cassa integrazione” 
status [guaranteeing them two-thirds of their base pay for unworked hours], a 
training experiment has been started, using party schools and an experimental 
setup in Turin. It will be necessary to analyze carefully the outcome of this 
effort and perpetuate it to the extent warranted. 


Lastly, our propaganda instruments, bothas regards mass relations with the workers 
and as regards our internal party organ addressed specifically to the orientation 
of our cadres: In this context, our factory organ must be renewed and upgraded, 
making them more incisive.

INTERNAL DISSENT ON LEADERSHIP POSITION IN D‘'66

(Text ] Charismatic leadership is a painful constant in the 
course of development of D‘'66 <= with the risk of internal 
tensions which evoke a personality cult. Less than half 

a year before the Second Chamber elections, even the heroic 
role of Jan Terlouw seems to be afflicted by dissension. 

In the bosom of the Democrats the desire is growing once 
again to steer the first leader of D'66, Hans van Mierlo, 
to a key position.

“Tensions in the personal domain." Under this vague title the conflict was filed 
which in June 1973 led to the resignation of Hans van Mierlo as parliamentary 
group leader of D'66. The real tensions were of a purely strategic nature and 
concentrated on the question of whether the Democrats should enter into closer 
relations with the PvdA [Labor Party) and the PPR [Political Party of Radicals) 
or should keep their own identity unblemished. Hans van Mierlo was the exponent 
of the desire for continuing cooperation. His greatest opponent in the group was 
Mrs Anneke Goudsmit. In the group, Hans van Mierlo was confronted with the un- 
expressed reproach of having betrayed the ideals of D'66: the striving for a 
healthier political system, without traditional accessories such as dirty hands, 
political tricks and scheming. Hans van Mierlo and also the co-founder of D‘'66, 
Hans Gruijters, sketched the perspective of a political movement which would tear 
the rotting, diseased political system to pieces. The comet D'66 would disrupt 
the system with “insane adventures." The only effect of the intensive lobbying 
between socialists, radicals and Democrats was a shocking loss of identity for 
D'66. The insane adventures of D‘66 in the firmament were soon halted, and D*'66 
was reduced to an artificial satellite in the strategic power field staked out by 
Joop den Uyl. Disappointment about the failed launching of the political ideals 
was great on 29 November 1972. The voters’ answer to the decision of the D'66 
congress to go into the elections together with the PvdA and the PPR left nothing 
to be desired in clarity: D‘'66 lost 5 of its 11 chamber seats. Although Hans van 
Mierlo tried to brush away the loss verbally with a sledgehammer argument like 
"Defeats are unavoidable for a young party," the election result was a big personal 
defeat for the charismatic leadership of the parliamentary group chairman. 
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The disappointment was so severe because the expectations around Hans van Mierlo 
had been so extremely high all Chose years. “Now that D'66 has become a govern- 
ment party,” said Hans van Mierlo in June 1973, “there is a very good chance that 
the party can recover from the election defeat. At the next elections D'66 must 
be in @ position to strike 4 decisive blow for the process of renewal of relations 
in party politics, which indeed is the objective of the party.” Van Mierlo left 
to clean up 411 the “human obstacles." To be able to win the coming battle the 
group would “have to be able to emerge as a cohesive unit.” 


Hans van Mierlo left and Jan Terlouw arrived. The man with the neat head and the 
24-karat scientific career faced the not so attractive charge of making people 
forget the lassitude, the disappointment about the loss of identity, of guiding 
D'66 through a deep valley in order to regain the lost sympathy of the electorate. 
A man who is capable to do that hardly escapes the charisma of “the redeemer." 
And it ought to be mentioned that Jan Terlouw indeed made few attempts in that 
direction. An important condition which had to be met was the public political 
execution of Hans van Mierlo. The cunning propaganda slogans "D'66, the reason- 
able alternative” thus also had a two-fold objective. The message referred not 
only to a difference in content between the political objectives of Democrats 
and socialists, but was also aimed at showing up the difference between Hans 

van Mierlo, the leaving man who had landed in 4@ socialist trap,and the coming 
man, Jan Terlouw, the man who as reasonable alternative for Hans van Mierlo 
would defend that individual identity of D'66 against any extraneous domination. 


Jan Terlouw was the party; he symbolized the reasonable alternative. Hans van 
Mierlo was the man about whom Godfried Bomans wrote in April 1971: "Mr Van Mierlo 
has the face of a Leiden student about mw. | +'s parents have been justifiably wor- 
ried but who only just managed to land on ».s feet." Jan Terlouw was the student 
about whom his parents justifiably had no worries at all. Hans van Mierlo called 
the first successes of D'66 in February 1967 “the triumph of amateurism;" Hans 
Gruijters called the founding of D'66 “a remedy against the democracy." Jan 
Terlouw was since the very beginning of his political career opposed to views of 
this type. Although Jan Terlouw verbally supported the old, trusted ideals of 
D'66, he concentrated his efforts on a much less lofty objective. He understood 
that political power can be interpreted only from electoral giins. And while 
Hans van Mierlo saw the “movement™ D‘'66 as a Gideon group which “clambered along 
steep mountain paths, perpetrated neck-breaking feats or executed Lightning-quick 
operations in other parties,” Jan Terlouw opted for a certain course of D'66 as 
protection for a progressive, liberal, reformist group of voters. And when the 
character of the democratic party was molded into the direction indicated by Jan 
Terlouw, Hans van Mierlo -- disappointed but consistent -- remarked: "D*66 is 

no longer the party I worked and dreamed with.” 


During the last year of the Van Agt cabinet, the effect of the Terlouw course is 
showing up. As successor to Van Mierlo, Terlouw is primarily the man of the 
resurrection, the man who provided the facade of D‘'66 with fre nt; Jan 
Terlouw parades the freshness, reasonableness and healthy intellect of the 
Democrats. But this display has cost so much energy and absorbed so much crea- 
tivity that D°66 -- the party of the new ideas and solutions -- lost its ‘rtge 
for action and inventiveness with respect to content. This is a direct result of 
the course marked out by Jan Terlouw: the party gave up its richness of ideas 











for electoral gain, even when D'66 definitely appeared to have conquered ites 
identity crisis in the middle of the sixties, 


Por that matter, the identity crisis once again flared up in all ite intensity 
during the preliminaries to the Second Chamber elections of May 1981. Less than 
half a year before the hour of truth for the progressive Netherlands, even the 
heroic role of Jan Terlouw appears to be afflicted by dissension. For the lack 
of content of a “fogay" D'66 oppresses 4 considerable group of Democrats who see 
the old ideas and renewal theories perishing in a vague populism. In the bosom 
of the Democrats the desire is gtowing once again to steer the first leader, 
Hans van Mierlo, to a key position. 





The philosophy behind that effort is simple: a dominance of the Van Mierlo 
emphasis results in deterioration into a testimonial party with a small following; 
the Terlouw emphasis leads to the creation of a free-running central motor with a 
considerable, but otherwise lLittle-inspired, following. A party which unites both 
the Van Mierlo and the Terlouw emphases could have the support of a reasonably 
strong, as well as motivated, following. 


Hans van Mierlo doesn’t see that party as an expansion, but as a correction, of 
the PvdA. There he sees the significance of a cooperation between Democrats and 
socialists: “I think it would be very bad if the PvdA wants to be corrected only 
by the right or by God. I want a correction by the left." That idea strikes a 
responsive chord in D'66. There are impulses for a second launching of Hans van 
Mierlo in a future socialist-democratic coalition. The only question is where 
Van Mierlo can be accommodated without treading too much on the toes of the 
ministrables already named. Van Mierlo's personal ambitions lean toward foreign 
affairs. Already earlier he took a few careful steps in that direction. After 
he first was set up as minister of internel affairs in a shadow cabinet, the party 
executive of the PvdA offered Van Mierlo the portfolio of foreign affairs in 1972. 
Because the party wanted to get rid of Max van der Stoel. Hans van Mierlo refused, 
in concert with Joop den Uyls “I was not so keen on becoming minister. I agreed 
with Joop den Uylt “The struggle over Van der Stoel was the struggle over the 
foreign policy of the PvdA. That had to be won.” In his ambitions in the domain 
of foreign affairs Hans van Mierlo encounters a man in his own party who is as 
progressive as he is capablet Laurens-Jan Brinkhorst, former secretary of state 
of foreign affairs under Max va. der Stoel, and currently in a good position to 
take over the portfolio of [Minister of Foreign Affairs) Chris van der Klaauw. 


Although differences of opinion between Brinkhorst and Van Mierlo have been blown 
up several times, there is a certain rivalry between the aspirants for foreign 
affairs. At the end of 1978 both were candidates for a spot in the Buropean 
Parliament. Initially only Van Mierlo was in the race. When the D‘'66 parliamen- 
tary group urged Brinkhorst's candidacy, “as a counterbalance for Van Mierlo," 
the latter withdrew dispirited. “Why did there have to be an alternative for me 
and not necessarily for Brinkhorst," Van Mierlo wrote sullenly in DE DEMOCRAAT, 
the party organ of D'66. For that matter, Brinkhorst didn’t get to the European 
Parliament either because the lesser known Aar de Goede (no friend of Hans van 
Mierlo either) became the primary candidate. 
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Meanwhile, not only Brinkhorst is a candidate for the portfolio of foreign af- 
fairs, for the PvdA also is looking at that position with a barely veiled desire. 
Max van der Stoel doesn't appear to have any ambition for a second term, but his 
younger parliamentary group associate Relus ter Beek has plenty of it. As a 

former New-Leftist, Relus ter Beek wishes to see his efforts of many years crowned 
with a portfolio of foreign affairs. The chances are becoming slimmer for Hans 

van Mierlo. He has a better chance for the portfolio of development aid. Joop den 
UVyl also has already expressed a preference for that. Now that another performance 
of Jan Pronk in the political The Hague seems less likely because of the latter's 
funetion with UNCTAD in Geneva, Den Vyl's preference goes to Hans van Mierlo. 

The advisory post of the CONS, the Netherlands/Surinam Development Cooperation, 
with which Minister De Koning of Development Aid pulled private citizen Hans van 
Mierlo from oblivion in October of this year seems to be primarily inspired 

by a good word from Joop den Uyl. The opposition leader obviously is still 
counting on it that Hans van Mierlo will continue the united cooperation of earlier 
days in a proximate cabinet. 


But probably that won't wash. Jan Terlouw doesn't care to look at the /deja vu/ 
Lin eahtea! of a new deep valley. He is interested, however, in investing as 

high as possible a political quality in a proximate cabinet. If D'66 is reaching 
for a considerable gain in seats after the coming elections, then Terlouw can 

very well use the political weight of Hans van Mierlo. The question is whether 

an enlightened spirit from the sixties can drive away the darkness of the eighties. 
Just as it is for the time being still a question for D*°66 whether the growing 
number of weightless members in the party can stand the weight of Hans van Mierlo.

DEPUTY LAVILLA: SUAREZ MAY NOT BE RIGHT PERSON IN 1983

[Interview with UCD Deputy Landelino Lavilla, by Pedro J. Ramirez; date and place not given 


[Excerpts] Landelino Lavilla has burned his bridges These statements are the most 
important and definitive ones of his political career, as he acknowledged during 
the long conversation we had in his home over the weekend. 


He was motivated to take this decisive step by his conviction that "the Democratic 
Center Union (UCD) cannot be the pillar of salt of the transition;" that 
"something must change in the party so that it can successfully assume its 
responsibilities to the nation; and that “our message will only be believable if 
society feels that some regeneration has taken place in the UCD." 


For this reason, he has given his unqualified support to the manifesto of the 
so-called “critical sector,” claiming that "as far as the slates are concerned, 
the only possible deal is no deal at all,” and that "in no case will | appear on a 
Single integration slate." 


Landelino Lavilla did not evade any of my questions. I tried to cover the wide 
range of criticism that his attitude has prompted. "When the call for efficacy is 
issued in response to the need to democratize the party,” he explained, "the 
argument bears the painful scars of the past, when it was said that “what matters 
is that we carry on with the revolution.” 


He did not even dodge the issue when he was asked about the UCD leadership. As a 
political analyst, I cannot fail to note two of his assertions in consecutive 
answers: 1) “It seems obvious to me that the question of whether or not Suarez 
will continue to be the best candidate cannot be decided irrevocably at 2 years’ 
distance." 2) “The exercise of power implies the attrition of the people who 
exercise it, and this is as inexorable as a law of physics." 


One may not agree very much or at all with the statements that appear here, but |! 
do not believe anyone with a modicum of equanimity could deny that Landelino 
Lavilla has spoken with clarity, firmness, valor, respect for the attitudes of 
others, and above all political dignity. 


[Question] From the very moment when you and other centrist leaders voted against 
the party "machine" on the executive committee, you have been accused of trying to 
swing the party to the right. What do you have to say about that? 
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[Aneswer|) The diversity of opinions about the philosophy and organization of the 
party make the party what it is. Everyone is free to judge it as he wishes, and 
everyone is free to be right or wrong. I would juste like to make four specific 
assertions: 


1) Those who seek secret conflicts beyond what has taken place openly in terms of 
the positions reflected in executive committee voting, are searching in vain. 


2) There is an obvious manipulation of labels, in some cases to acclaim, in 
others to discredit. 


3) | have always refused to join in the struggle for a strange form of 
progressiveness, which is spurious for the UCD in that such a philosophy's basic 
values are alien to ours. 


4) The UCD's progressivism lies in the full application of the principles of its 
platform, which are themselves progressive. 


_Question] In any case, you cannot deny that you are in the right wing of the 
party... 


| Answer | 1 have never been concerned with soliciting or rejecting any of the 
labels that are thrown about so arbitrarily. But it is not hard for me to affirm 
that my actions as a minister in recent years were characterized by a true sense 
of modernism and a strong desire to transform Spanish society on the basis of the 
values that the UCD stands for. From that point of view, I am willing to compare 
my administration with anyone else's. 


Question] It has been written that you were using your influence as president of 
Congress to torpedo some progressive laws. . . 


(Answer) 1 may be right or wrong in my actions as president of Congress. But no 
one can legitimately or honestly say that I have ever ured the office to serve my 
own interests or political expediency. I have an awareness of the position's 
institutional role, and 1 defend that above all else. 


Question | Getting down to specifics, what is the aim of the "Critical Sector 
Manifesto," and what exactly is your position in relation to that manifesto? 


‘Answer] What you call "manifesto" is a document that presents the position of a 
group of delegates at the UCD Congress, informing other delegates. 


1 personally identify with the document; I support it and agree fully with its 
objectives, which are none other than to “make” the party in good faith and to 
promote internal democracy without reservation. 


[Question] To what extent do your personal power ambitions affect this attitude? 


[Answer] I may be wrong about myself, but I think I am motivated more b ideas 
and convictions than by interests and ambitions. I do not look upon each post as a 














steppingetone to the next one, nor upon each office as a means to expand its 
powers. 


1 always say--and | try to put it into practice--that che first obligation of a 
politician is to fulfill as best he can the responsibilities he is constantly 
taking on. Within that context, he must be able to realize his dreams and satisfy 
his ambitions. 


In the present situation, | have reached the conclusion that something must change 
in the UCD to enable it to meet its responsibilities to the nation and the 
citizens with a reasonable probability of success. 


Because | believe this to be so, I work unceasingly for it, and in so doing | am 
fully aware that perhaps my hypothetical personal interest and even my incidental 
ambition for power would be better satisfied if I accepted the inertia of the 
situation and avoided all controversy. 


[Question } What is the morphology of the "critical sector" of the UCD? In the 
beginning there was a convergence between Christian Democrats and Liberals; now a 
wave of Independents has swept in. . . 


(Answer) The interpretation and objective assessment of the facts do not concur 
with the conclusion that the positions taken on the UCD Congress reflect the 
so-called family origins. A brief glance at the signatures on the document will 
tell you that. 


1 believe that all party members agree with the basic philosophy of the UCD, and 
consequently the reflexive desire to belong to the UCD takes precedence over the 
diversity of origins. 


The problem is that today the UCD is not the party we created or promised. It can 
still become that party, and Spain needs for it to be, really and truly. That is 
why we are making every effort to meet what we feel is the prerequisite for its 
regeneration and authenticity. 


Thus, it is not a matter of asserting partisan positions or fortifying divisive 
movements, but of affirming and strengthening the UCD as our own party. 


[Question] Do you seriously believe that the UCD Congress can still send out a 
message of hope that society will listen to and heed? 


Ansver]) Well, in my opinion, the political importance of the upcoming UCD 
Congress, given its timing, effectively depends on our ability to convey a message 
to the Spanish people that takes their needs into consideration and is viable 
enough to bring together everyone in a common effort, to instill faith in the 
values of our nation, and to successfully overcome the serious problems that 
plague us. 


No matter how appropriate and vigorous the UCD message is, it will only be 
believable and truly stimulating and positive for Spanish society if society feels 
that some regeneration has taken place in the UCD; that is, if there is an 
awareness that our congress has given rise to a new tone and style. 
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[Question] Your party defends the proportional system in the election of party 
officials. In the party "machine" it is claimed that neither the Spanish Socialist 
Workers Party (PSOE) nor any other party uses this system. They all use the 
majority system, which is just as democratic and provides for better internal 
cohesion, 


[Answer] The controversy over the party statutes appears to be polarized, due to 
its importance; but it is not polarized enough because of its unilateral nature, 
with regard to the electoral system that should be used to choose the executive 
committee. But this controversy only takes on its true form as a function of its 
overall concept. I will make a few remarks about the central issues of this 
question, as it appears in the press. 


1) I think there is no sense in a dogmatic controversy about whether one or 
another system is more democratic. Everyone has his preferences. What matters is 
how the advantages and disadvantages of each one are evaluated in terms of their 
application to specific cases and situations. For reasons which I will state 
later, I think it is preferable to have a system that ensures minority representa- 
tion; the paradigm of that method is the proportional system. 


2) The majority system can be defended in its own terms, as a method of 
establishing a homogeneous team to govern the party. But in that case there would 
be no reason to have a separate presidential election; the logical procedure would 
be to put up a candidate along with his team, a small executive committee that 
would be operative and functional. That is what is done in the other parties 
mentioned. But if a president with far-reaching powers is elected separately and 
the executive committee consists of 35 me.'*rs who have not been assigned specific 
executive functions, what matters is not th. homogeneity but the representativeness 
of the proportional system. 


3) The majority system has been defined rather from the point of view of a means 
to achieve a compromise that supports a single slute of candidates. From that 
point of view, 1 prefer the integration and synthesis tht result from an election 
at the party congress instead of a selection by means of the apocryphal game of 
pressures and whims. 


4) Finally, we must recognize that the majority system that is being defended is 
the one used at the first congress, and no one can say that that was a 
satisfactory experience. In my opinion, that situation was marred by too much 
emphasis on the presidency, placing the president in a separate political position 
and merely acknowledging the <: People's names were placed on a list that was 
voted on through the majority © @§ a result of a decision by the president 
himself, who was the first to ba.k | * winning candidate. 


[Question] Your words seem to imply criticism of the behavior of Adolfo Suarez as 
leader of the UCD... 


[Answer] Mind you, I am not imputing to President Suarez any arbicrary or  busive 
exercise of power. If anything, he should be criticized for not exercising enough 
power. Because while in any case the advantages of an excessive formal concentra- 
tion of power are questionable, the disadvantages of not exercising that concen- 
trated power are indisputable. That creates power vacuums that are filled in a 
confused, disorderly and unsystematic way. 











[Question] Do you foresee an alternative strategy in case your position wins or 
loses at the congress? 


[Answer | 1 don't think it is appropriate to discuss the problem in terms of 
winning or losing. I think the party wins no matter what, if the congress 
addresses the entire situation and resolves controversies in a clean, democratic 
manner. 


If, in addition, a genuine, principled process of renovation is supported, as we 
advocate, then the party will become revitalized and consolidated as a key 
political option in Spanish democracy. Thus we will be able to implement the UCD 
platform with new vigor, and we will be in a position to regain the confidence of 
Spanish society and our prestigious position. In this manner, I am certain the UCD 
will triumph once again in the next elections. 


[Question] But what will happen if your ideas are voted down? Will there be a 
schism in the UCD? 


[Answer} There is not the slightest risk of a schism or our part. The results of 
the congress would be accepted and we would continue to work for the same 
objectives in the party. 


[Question | How do you evaluate the position of the Social Democrats under 
Fernandez Ordonez? 


[Answer | I think the Social Democrats of the UCD cannot abandon democratic 
ideals. They have said so explicitly. It is quite a different matter for them to 
opt for one political tactic or another at the congress; that is none of my 
business and naturally I respect their right to do so. Today it is enough for me 
to know that this agreement exists with regard to democratization, and that 
Fernandez Ordonez is aware of my serious and sincere attitude, and respects it. 


[Question] Let us go on to a matter of vital importance. What is your opinion of 
President Suarez' actions as leader of the UCD, in terms of the 1983 elections? 


[Answer] 1 don't think it is a question of assessing President Suarez' personality 
and actions since 1976. I think there is no doubt that such an assessment would be 
positive. But your question, if I understand it correctly, is whether he will 
continue to be the best candidate for UCD leadership in the next elections. Well, 
it seems obvious to me that that question cannot be decided irrevocably at 2 years' 
distance. 


It's not that I am prejudiced against President Suarez; on the contrary, I do not 
want to prejudge now what will be the outcome in 2 years, because that would be 
unwise politically, given our circumstances. 


[Question] How do you perceive the issue of leadership in your party, then? 


[Answer] It is natural for personal leadership situations to emerge in a party. 
That is logical, normal and good. What matters is that the party have its own life 
and sense of being, that it not be a mere reflection of its leader or become an 
organization that depends or him and is at his beck and call. 
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le is obvious that che exercise of power implies the attrition of those who 
exercise it, and that is a8 inexorable as a law of physics. For this reason, a 
democratic party must have the means and vitality to replace its leaders in a 
normal fashion, without Crauma, when those leaders have obviously overstayed their 
welcome or their presence hampers the achievement of the party's objectives or 
interferes with the viability of its projects and programs. 


[Question] Some may criticize the scope of this long interview, claiming that we 
have only covered matters of interest to politicians. . . 


Answer!) Parties are not toys for politicians. In a democracy the parties play a 
very important institutional role, serving as a vehicle for the articulation of 
the desires and interests of the voters. In the case of the UCD, it represents the 
majority of the nation, 


As a4 consequence, when there are symptoms of a party's ‘veakness or loss of 
prestige, its members have an obligation to straighten out che problem. That is 
most definitely what the UCD Congress is all about. 
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YOUTH RIOTS ON CHRISTMAS EVE SCRUTINIZED 
Demonstrators Provoke Police 
Zurich NEVE ZUERCHER ZEITUNG in German 28/29 Dec 80 p 25 


{Text} On Christmas Eve, the war of nerves over the “Autonomous Youth Center" 
(AJZ) that had been waged by the "Movement" during the Advent weeks ended in the 
riots feared. The masterminds behind this new confrontation can easily be identi- 
fied and called to account. It ia the intransigent part of the “Movement” which 
again succeeded in thwarting ell reconciliation attempts by pursuing ite customary 
e'rategy, namely by intraneigently insisting on the reopening of the AJZ on 
Limmatetrasee and ignoring the Red Factory alternatives offered. Thus the touching 
argument that over Christmas lonely people should have access to a place offering 
hospitality and shelter was exposed as nothing but a means of agitation. From the 
outset, the proponents of the collision course wanted deliberate provocation, for 
the consequences of which they must be held responsible. 


In the last few months, the Zurich City Council often followed a course that 
appeared to be uncertain and vacillating and invited criticism. But this time the 
position was unequivocal. None of those who witnessed the events before Christmas 
can criticize the authorities for reacting or for the way they reacted on 24 Decem- 
ber. Everything testified to their patience and generosity: The authorities 
permitted the rally on Buerkli Square and they did not interfere with the-- 
unauthorized--protest march along Bahnhofstrasse, even though it was obvious that 
more aggressive elements made themselves felt. It was only when the crowd piled up 
before the AJZ and when those whom the "Movement" half-critically, hal f-admiringly 
calls “militant elite” cut the barbed wire, threw cobblestones and made attempts to 
storm the building that the police intervened; and in view of the fact that a hand- 
ful of police officers charged with guarding the house were confronted with 
thousands of people, the police certainly acted within the framework of adequate 
response. It won't do after the event to find fault with the authorities or to lay 
all of the blame on the police--as the monopoly media tried to do with their 
customary rashness. 


On this Christmas Eve, the dupes were above all the representatives of the church 
authorities. At the last minute, they had made an honest mediation attempt and had 
seen the clergy desert them in droves and leave them alone in the Red Factory with 
a handful of idealists. But even those who honestly tried to reduce tensions 
through a peaceful demonstration and to get out of the vicious circle of violence 
and counterviolence are victims of the agitators within the "Movement." Again it 
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proved impossible~=-all the contrary protestations at the “plenary assembly" not- 
withstanding=--to detain the militants of the “Movement” from their violent acts, 
An alarming symptom of the trend toward increased violence are the terrorist 
attempts on the radar installations of Kleten Airport that were carried out over 
the Christmas holidays and that were the latest in a series of similar attempts 
perpetrated in the last few weeks, Even though the masterminds behind these 
criminal acts have not been positively identified, the intensifying atmosphere of 
violence should give pause to those who still sympathize with and object only 
mildly to a "Movement" on which militant groups again and again impose their will, 


Municipal Council, Clergy Comment 
Zurich NEVE ZUBRCHER ZEITUNG in German 26/29 Dec 80 p 25 


[Text) At @ presse conference that was convened by the Municipal Council on Friday 
afternoon and that was attended by City President Dr Sigmund Widmer and by the 
municipal councilors Frick, Kaufmann and Wagner, Police Superintendent Frick 
commented on the police operations at the AJZ [Autonomous Youth Center) on 24 Decem- 
ber. By way of introduction, he pointed out that all police actions aimed to 
prevent or at least to keep within Limite personal injury and material damage. He 
atated that the appropriate measures were ordered by the operations command to the 
beat of ite knowledge and belief; neither the leadership nor the individual police 
officers desired action just for the sake of action. 


After a short reference to the threat concerning a “hot Christmas" that had been 
made weeks ago, Municipal Councilor Frick talked about the events of 24 December. 
He stated that the Municipal Council had o girally intended to prevent any protest 
march issuing from the Buerkli Square rally .ad heading for the inner city, but 
that a march to the Red Factory would have been tolerated. Frick said that on 

23 December a delegation of clergymen and writers had called on the city president 
and the police superintendent to make known their willingness to help defuse the 
situation; the delegation had announced it planned to serve soup in the city hall 
park and then to organize a silent march to the AJZ and «a subsequent march to the 
Red Factory. According to Frick, the delegation had promised it would see to it 
that the demonstration and especially the “memorial ceremony" at the house at 
18/20 Limmatstrasse would be peaceful. 


Municipal Councilor Frick stated that on account of this call, the Municipal 
Council had decided to show its good will and to tolerate the "silent march.” 
The police superintendent then gave the following report: 


"However, the outcome was certainly not a ‘silent march.' Shouting and setting 
off firecrackers, a crowd of over 3,000 persons moved along Bahnhofstrasse to the 
so-called AJZ. For all that, the demonstrators did not cause any material damage. 
In front of the house at 18/20 Limmatstrasse, however, the situation grew more and 
more tense, since a growing number of demonstrators forced their way into the 
complex. The police forces stationed in the buildings were under -rders to prevent 
anyone from entering. Due to the demonstrators’ massive assault and the bombard- 
ment with cobblestones, these police officers were increasingly hard-pressed. The 
rather dangerous situation changed for the worse so rapidly that the only alterna- 
tive left was to disperse the crowd by a police force from outside. This operation 
was carried out swiftly and resolutely and it brought immediate relief to the 





hard-pressed colleagues, Of necessity, this police operation affected peaceful 
demonstrators as well, 


The attempt by Zurich clergymen=~certainly meant in good faith==to stage a peaceful 
demonstration failed, since the number and consequently the strength of the peace~ 

ful demonstrators obviously was not sufficient to prevent an attack on the so-called 
AJZ, The shouts of ‘Stop’ were drowned out by the shouts ‘Charge, charge.’ 


i do not uideretand at all how anyone can claim the police dissolved a peaceful 
demonstration, The havoc the ‘Movement’ subsequently caused in the course of the 
evening clearly shows that it was interested in nothing but destruction, It was 
only on account of the continuous police intervention that greater damage was 
prevented,” 


In conclusion, Municipal Councilor Frick expressed hie gratitude to all the 
officers of the municipal and cantonal police and their families. We said that 
every police officer involved would rather have apent Christmas Eve with his family 
or his friends, instead of taking part in the strenuous and unpleasant police 
actions, “I do not have to tell you,” said Police Superintendent Frick at the end, 
“how many mothers, wives and children were concerned that night about the well- 
being of their sons, husbands and fathers. It would be nice if those clergymen who 
show so much ‘underetanding’' also showed humane empathy for our police officers and 
their families." 


In reply to questions by journalists, Municipal Councilor Frick stated that the 
police action at the AJZ had been ordered at the last moment, that any further 
delay would have resulted in injury to police officers. Responding to the question 
whether the Red Factory festivities planned in collaboration with the churches 
would be repeated on New Year's Eve and New Year's Day, City President Widmer 
replied that in principle the Municipal Council did not object to a further 
endeavor in the Red Pactory, but that the ultimate decision depended in part on the 
church authorities. In reply to questions concerning alleged instances of police 
brutality, Municipal Councilor Frick replied that in the heat of the battle some 
individuals might “get more than their share,” but that the blame must be laid on 
those who through their rioting and destructive actions forced the police to 
intervene. 


Police Arrest Rioters 
Zurich NEVE CUERCHER ZEITUNG in German 26/29 Dec 80 pp 25/26 


[Text] On 24 December, in keeping with the announcement of the Zurich "Movement," 
there occurred in Zurich--subsequent to an unauthorized demonstration--heavy riots, 
in the course of which militant youths caused a great deal of destruction in 
various parts of the city. The police used rubber projectiles, tear gas and water 
guns against the demonstrators. In the course of the riots-——calm was not restored 
until 3 a.m. on Christmas Day--a total of 64 persons were arrested. Eleven of the 
arrestees were turned over to the public prosecutor's office, and one individual, 
to the juvenile court. The remaining arrestees were released upon establishment of 
their identity. 
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The Red Factory festivities organized on Wednesday by the leaderanip of the city's 
two church organisations were not very successful: In the afternoon, approximately 
a dozen individuals showed up; in the late evening, attendance totaled approxi- 
mately 60 people, 


In ite iesue of 19 December, the ELSBRECHER [Icebreaker], the organ of the so- 
called Movement, had called for a “mammoth rally" on Buerkli Square on Christmas 
Eve; at thie rally, the "Movement's"” strategy for the Christmas holidays wae to be 
laid down, Leaflets had anticipated thie "resolution" and had called for street 
battles on Bahnhofatrasse and on Bellevue Street, if the “Autonomous Youth Center" 
(AJZ) on 16/20 Linmatetrasse remained closed on 24 December. 


At firat, the more circumapect participants of the rally in City Hall Park seemed 
to be able to assert themselves. Members of church organizations served a symbolic 
"Kappel milk soup" to manifest a conciliatory spirit. It was proposed to stage a 
“peace ful"=-albeit unauthorized=-protest march along Bahnhofatrasse to the AJZ, 
Since a number of prominent individuals, including the writer Adolf Muschg, had 
come forward as mediators and had championed such a nonviolent silent march, the 
Municipal Council tolerated the subsequent protest march, which moved along 
Bahnhofatrasse, Bahnhof Square and Museumsstrasse to the AJZ and in which 4,000 
people=-inclusive of spectatore--participated (some of the media spoke of 8,000 
participants). 


At thie juncture, the last shop windows in the inner city were fortified with iron 
bare and boarded up with casings prepared after earlier riots. After all, it was 
not advisable to count on Christmas Eve being peaceful, for a pirate transmitter-- 
calling itself “Free Movement" and broadcas tu, on the wavelength of Southwest 
Radio--had already appealed to the public to ,articipate in the "AJZ Merry Christmas 
Operation" on Bahnhofstrasse. (Incidentally, there was another characteristic 
incident: In certain parts of the city, the Christmas Day evening news was jammed 
by a pirate broadcasting station, with the voice of the speaker drowned out by wild, 
rhetorical threats.) 


At 1:20 p.m., the long column of protest marchers arrived at the parking area in 
front of the AJZ; the attempt of the aforementioned "mediators" to direct the young 
people on Bahnhof Square toward the District Administration buildings had failed. 
As had been expected, the militant participants soon pushed into the front ranks, 
where they began--without any interference by fellow demonstrators!--to pull away 
the barbed wire. Subsequently, a police film clearly showed that these "Movement" 
members had thoroughly prepared themselves for the "peaceful Christmas demonstra- 
tion.” All of them wore gloves and helmets and quite a few carried pliers for 
cutting the barbed wire. When the first demonstrators began to climb the AJZ 
fence, the frenzied crowd encouraged them, shouting "Charge, charge...." Admoni- 
tory calls for restraint were no longer audible at the "front." Rocks and fire- 
crackers were flung into the inactive factory complex. When several dozens of 
people had pushed into the courtyard, with the small number of police guards being 
hard-pressed, the police launched a sudden attack--using water gur and rubber 
projectiles--and dispersed the crowd. The demonstrators fled into adjoining court- 
yards or along Sihl Street to Platzspitz Park. However, after each police attack 
wave, demonstrators returned to the AJZ and this forced the police to attack again 
and again. At the Vocational School, the first barricades were erected and the 
first arrests were made. Maintaining the pressure, the police kept dispersing 














splinter groupe of young peopleewat the Drahtechmidli Youth House, in Platsapits 
Park, on Limmatetrasee and at the railroad station, from which area individual 
demonstrators flung cobblestones at police vehicles, 


Apparently, the "Movement" considered the cat-and-mouse game between the AJZ and 
Central Station not very promising, for the aforementioned pirate radio station 
came on the air again telling ite listeners to become “active” on Bahnhofstrasse. 
So right away, at about 3 p.m., close to 500 young demonstrators banded together in 
City Hall Park, but they refrained from any action on Bahnhofatrasse, since this 
atreet was guarded by police unite. Again the "Movement" tried to reach the AJZ, 
but at the Quai Bridge police forces thwarted the attempt. The following events 
hardly differed from the tactics employed by the young rowdies in previous riote. 
In accordance with the “city indiane'” tactics of decentralized action, groups of 
anarchists kept turning up at different places--above all in the Opera-Stadelhofen 
area and in the Old Town; they obstructed the trolley bus traffic, dug up the pave- 
ment, senselesely destroyed automobiles and shop windows and set fire to barricades 
and garbage bags. On Rigi Square, the rowdies smashed four large windows of a 
bank. Unknown perpetrators flung a Molotov cocktail into a bank on Winterthurer- 
atrasse; the resulting fire was extinguished by passerse-by. 


Following the watchword "Hirschen Square" which was passed by word of mouth, 
approximately 150 young people banded together at about 11 p.m. in Niederdorf. 
After the anarchists had set fire there to two Christmas trees and had vandalized 
a number of stores in the neighborhood, the police again intervened, with smaller 
police wits then keeping Niederdorf "occupied." 


Since a group of militant young people had fled from the police into the "Taube" 
restaurant on Schneggengasse, the head of the Municipal Criminal Investigation 
Department after midnight ordered an identity check of all guests in the restaurant. 
A “mediation attempt" made by Umberto Blumati, a social worker, was to no avail: 
Approximately eight individuals who did not carry any identification were brought 
to police headquarters for the purpose of establishing their identity. Those who 
were able to establish their identity were not troubled any further. It was 
observed, however, that some of the individuals released again turned up~-immedi- 
ately after the identity check on Limmatquai--in the ranks of the demonstrators. 
During this phase of events, a young man reportedly was knocked unconscious by 
police officers in the vicinity of the City Hall sentry of the cantonal police. 
According to witnesses, the man had previously made two attacks on police officers. 


According to a police press release, an inquiry at Zurich hospitals revealed the 
fact that only two--lightly injured--individuals had received medical treatment and 
that one police officer had suffered an elbow injury. 


As regards the outcome of the latest riots triggered by the Zurich "Movement" and 
its AJZ, the figures tell their own tale. Of the 64 persons arrested, only 10 are 
"juveniles," i.e. below the age of 18; although 54 of those arrested are Swiss 
citizens, only 18 are residents of the City of Zurich. Twelve of the demonstrators 
arrested are residents of Zurich Canton, while the majority come from other parts 
of Switzerland. Eleven individuals are known to the police from former riots and 
on Christmas Eve they were arrested at least for the second time. Of the 14 
individuals who were turned over to the public prosecutor's office or to the juve- 
court, 11 have already been released. 
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In conclusion, one should mention the fact that by Friday 26 firma had filed damage 
claims. Nine of these innerwcity firma are located on the right bank, and 19, on 
the left bank of the Limmact River, During the riote, which lasted over 12 hours, a 
total of 500 police officers were called out. 


Radar Inatallation Dynamited 
Zurich NEVE ZUERCHER ZEITUNG in German 28/29 Dec 80 p 25 


{Text} In the early morning hours of Christmas Day, at approximately 4:50 a.m., an 
explosive charge partly deatroyed a radar installation that was used for guiding 
the planes’ approach to Zurich=-Kloten Airport. The inatallation wae put out of 
operation. A check of a second radar installation serving the same purpose dis- 
closed another explosive charge. This charge--which weighed 2 kilograms--was 
equipped with a pyrotechnical ignition device, which for wknown reasons malfunc- 
tioned. According to the Federal Justice Department and the Zurich Cantonal 
Police, the air traffic will not be disrupted, the bomb attempt-related aggrava~- 
tions notwithstanding. The communique also mentioned the fact that the unknown 
perpetrators applied graffiti to the wall of the second radar installation on 
Holberg Hill near the airport ("No AJZ--no JET"), which indicate that the attempt 
may be related to the Zurich youth riots in connection with the "Autonomous Youth 
Center AJZ." 


In collaboration with the Zurich Cantonal Police and the Scientific Research 
Service of the Zurich Municipal Police, the Federal Prosecutor's Office has 
launched investigative proceedings againe* the perpetrators. The authorities have 
asked the public to lend assistance in the %a.ch for the unknown perpetrators. 
Above all, the police would like to obtain answers to the following questions: 
Did anyone notice suspicious persons or vehicles in the vicinity of the Holberg 
radar installations during the night of 24/25 December? Can anyone provide addi- 
tional tips in connection with the bomb attempt? Pertinent information should be 
submitted to the Zurich Cantonal Police (Tel.: (01) 2477211), or to the nearest 
police station. 


Political Parties Comment 
Zurich NEVE ZUERCHER ZEITUNG in German 30 Dec 80 p 13 


[Text] According to a statement by the Zurich CVP [Christian Democratic People's 
Party], the efforts of the regional churches and the tolerance of the Municipal 
Council again have not been appreciated; once more, the agitators proceeded in 
accordance with the motto "Violence at any price." The CVP stated further: "We 
hope that those, who still had thought the attempts to pressure the Municipal 
Council into opening the AJZ over the Christmas holidays resulted from nothing but 
concern about shelter for ‘homeless’ young people, now realize that a political 
struggle is being waged here--a struggle that forces us to offer resistance and 
that makes us hope that our authorities will be able persistently cud authorita- 
tively to defend the value concepts of our society. In the opinion of the CVP, the 
latest events have shown that the elbow room within society desired by young people 
who consider themselves subject to excessive restrictions should not be granted as 
long as they are not prepared to consider themselves as part of our city and to show 
the city and all its inhabitants the respect they claim for themselves." 
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The SVP [Swiss People's Party) of Zurich Canton and Zurich City states in ite 
communique "that the serious attempt of the Municipal Council and of the territo= 
rial churches to maintain the dialog with the youth groups has failed, The sense~ 
less vandalism, the firebombing and the material damage caused on 24/25 December 
show with terrifying clarity that the hard core of the youth movement ia by no 
means interested in finding a conatructive solution to the youth problema within 
the framework of our constitutional atate." In the view of the SVP, harsh measures 
can no longer be avoided in thie bungled situation. "Should the Zurich Municipal 
Council not be prepared to take stepa fully to protect the population and private 
property, it will be necessary to ask the Government Council of Zurich Canton to 
enforce law and order in the City of Zurich." 


The Zurich SP [Social Democratic Party] published a communique that begins as 
follows: “Owing to its incomprehensible insistence on keeping the AJZ closed, the 
Municipal Council has maneuvered iteelf and the City of Zurich into a hopeless 
situation. On account of the excessive use of police forces againat a peaceful 
large-scale demonstration, the Municipal Council is to blam for the violence 
during the Christmas holidays and for the senseless employment of the police 
forces." The SP then urges the Municipal Council "to change ite negative attitude 
and to make a constructive contribution" and “on 31 December to open the AJZ to the 
young people and thus to give a signal for a new policy for 19861." 


In a comment on the Christmas Eve riots in Zurich, the Zurich EVP [Protestant 
People's Party] urges the Municipal Council to persist in its uncompromising, 
consistent attitude vis-a-vis ultimatums, transgressions of the law and provoca- 
tions, but also to remain open for talks with well-meaning young people. The EVP 
encourages the representatives of the churches to persist in their good offices 
"so that the questions of honest young people meet with a positive response." As 
regards the mass media, the EVP expects objective and responsible coverage of

NATIONAL SECURITY COUNCIL PROMULGATES FOUR NEW LAWS 


latanbul MILLIYET in Turkish 13 Dec 80 p 8 


[Text] Ankara, Special — The law pertaining to the members of the National 
Security Council [NSC])'s remaining on dity until the TGNA [Turkish Grand National 
Assembly] begins actual work went into effect by publication in yesterday's 
edition of the RESMI GAZETE. 


The law, valid as of 12 September 1980, is as follows, in summary: 


"The duties, powers and responsibilities of the National Security Council chairman 
and members will continue in force without regard to time in rank, length of ser- 
vice and age restrictions until the Turkish Grand National Assembly, which will be 
formed according to the regulations to t°ke place in the new constitution as pre- 
pared by the Constituent Assembly and subm, tec for public approval, actually 
begins duty. 


"Should National Security Council chairmanship and memberships be vacated for any 
reason, the chairmanship will be filled through the «:ppointment as chief of staff 
of the senior force commander by the National Security Council, and memberships 
will be filled by having the commander appointed in the same way to the force com- 
mand or to the Gendarmerie General Command join the National Security Council." 


Other Laws 


Meeting at 1415 hours yesterday under the chairmanship of Head of State General 
Kenan Evren, the NSC accepted three draft laws and the laws went into effect by 
publication in the RESMI GAZETE. 


One law accepted by the NSC adds a provisional article to the Turkish Armed Forces 
Personnel Law no 926. 


Accordingly, as long as the NSC remains, appointments to force commands and deputy 
commands will be made from among full generais and admirals by directive to be 
signed by the NSC members and approved by the head of state upon ...e proposal of 
the force command. Generals and admirals appointed by this method will hold this 
duty for 2 years to be extendable for an additional year by directive accomplished 
by the same method. However, those appointed during these periods may not exceed 
the age limit for rank and they also may be removed from the deputy commander post 
by a procedure compatible with the appoincment procedure. 











With an amendment to the Retirement Fund Law, the NSC hae revised the retirement 
age limite for colonels and generals. Retirement age for colonele ia raised from 
58 to 60, 


Retirement age for brigadier and major generale and admirale ia raised from 60 to 
62. 


Those colonels, generale and admirals who were retired at rank having earned the 
right receive inactive duty pay prior to the effective date of the law but 
who have not reached the new age limite set by the law will continue to receive 
nonregimental compen action. 


A provisional arti: ‘ppended to article 110 of the Turkish Armed Forces Personnel 
Law allows the promotion to colonel of those junior officers becoming officers who 
have a college degree. 


Rank age Limite for those included in the scope of this provisional article are 55 
for majors and 56 for Lieutenant colonels.

APPROACH TO COUNCIL OF EUROPE SCORED

[Text] Lf we were to explain the Council of Europe by comparing it with another 
institution and then were we to mold that comparison to a logic that argues, 
"Dear sir, what are we exaggerating---That's the way we are, There are rightist 
groups here and there are leftist groups. Their jobs are the devouring of 

one another and the adoption of opposing positions," we in this case--as in 

80 many cases--would naturally be commiting a grave error. 


Because some time ago a few of our "insiders" met with success in the Council 
of Europe, whose session begins today, and since they were able to clarify 
Turkey's bottlenecks for the West, and s they also were able to get endorse- 
ment for our democratic process, they have come to find the following an easy 
part of the job: 


Since the socialists and Western communists array against us on voting days, 
these insiders have advised that the sole duty of tne veteran Turkish 
Parliamentary Delegation still serving here must be to stack the General 
Assembly Hall during voting with rightist-leaning Eurupeans thought to support 
us and thus virtually "chickens in the hand." 


Such has been the mentality of the Easterners among us who claim to be Western. 
Such has been their advise. To consider--as they habitually do--the Council of 
Europe merely a voting mechanism has meant aiming at the conversion of 
rightists to our cause--if the left is in opposition--thereby emerging in an 
advantageous position through a process of rounding up men in the corridors. 
What they forget is that right-wing European parliamentarians are also 
Westerners. 


The numerous postures affected by those writing such advisory prescriptions 
has made it appear they were out to demonstrate their superior intellect and, 
through their efforts, resolve problems here by aligning right against left 
and left against right as is done in Turkey. We have failed in iurkey owing 
to this mentality. 


To chase down votes in the Council of Europe--although lacking the ability to 
explain the issues--is to regard all opposition groups as absolutely hostile to 
us. Should we have our tubercular relapse on the West's political platform? 











The Belgian deputy Dejardin wants to suspend Turkey's membership in the 
Council of Europe. His motion will be discussed today in the Political 
Commission, It probably will not be endorsed, But let us suppose for a 
moment that it is endorsed and that we then decide to behave like our street~ 
corner blades, Would we beat Dejardin,..Would we unleash right-wing 
Europeans upon him? Would the opinion-filled platform debates be dragged 
into such a state as though we had desired it so? 


There are some curious facts: Do you know what this deputy Dejardin did in his 
own parliament in Belgium? After setting forth his views against the Council 
of Europe's visa decisions, he mounted the dais in his own parliament and 

in a long, forceful speech vehemently criticized the Belgium Government's 
decision to impose visas on Turks. 


While now applauding Dejardin for his stand against the visa decision, is 
there yet a plan to unleash some Europeans upon him because he voiced his 
own views here on another matter? 


Then, in this sensitive atmosphere, what would such actions gain us: the 
Turkey of Ataturk, who believed in being Western and acting like a Westerner? 


The only thing we can do at a time when it is assumed every parliamentarian 
will accept that Turkey is looking to the future with the aim of setting 
democracy on a sound foundation, is to endeavor at bolstering their appreciation 
and knowledge in this regard, 


First of all, we should believe in and feel deeply about the transition process 
to democracy; then we should try to convince Westerners of this belief and be 
successful at it. This is the way, the method. 


You know: If we--like street-corner blades--cannot do this and if we cannot 
save ourselves from Turkish-type conduct like going into corridors and pushing 
Westerners into voting without convincing them on an issue because we believe 
they will vote in our favor in the General Council, we will never succeed 

or make ourselves understood there. 


The timely aspect of the council's January meeting is the fact that it will be 
the final one prior to the terms of the veteran Turkish parliamentarians expiring 
this May. For future tactical purposes, we must until Thursday take into con- 
sideration those who support us and those who oppose us. If we do not want to 
hear undesirable things come May and if we from now on feel uncomfortable about 
exclusion from the Council of Europe, which we founded, we must make good on 
every week and every day and hour.

BUSINESS LEADERS RESPOND TO ECONOMIC CURRENTS 
Istanbul CUMHURIYET in Turkish 12 Dec 80 pp 1,7 


[Text] Ankara — Speaking at a meeting of executive board chairman of the Chambers 
of Industry and Commerce, Deputy Prime Minister and Minister of State Turgut Ozal 
lashed out at criticisms of the economic program. "A person has to be either 
ignorant or devious to claim that the economic program is not successful. We know 
that the ones who stand to gain something will not give up their claims no matter 
what we do," he said. 


Noting that it was impossible to change the inflationary trend from 1979 immedi- 

ately, Ozal contended that the rate of inflation resulting from implementation of 
the economic program had to be found through the reflection of the April-November 
period on the year and maintained that tl. ~ annual rate of inflation was between 

40 percent and 44 percent. 


Turgut Ozal also spoke of the Central Bank's resource allocation policies and said 
the following: 


"We know where the policy of cheap interest fed by Centr°>l Bank funds has brought 
inflation in this country. It is a fact that this has nade the low income groups 
wretched and destroyed the middle class. Our industrialists and merchants cannot 
be behind the artificial profits and raging black market with a policy like this. 
Industrialists and merchants have seen the bad results of such policies in past 
years. Money gained in this way brings nothing to anyone. Our industrialists and 
merchants will always prefer smaller, but steady earnings in a stable climate. The 
criticism of this policy by known leftist circles and then their adopting an air 

of support for the industrialist in this criticism is extremely contradictory." 


Sakip Sabanci's Criticism 


Chairman of the executive board of the Adana Chamber of Industry, Sakip Sabanci, 
spoke at the meeting, stressing that the halt in production and investments had 
brought Turkey to a dark point entering 1981 and said, "Our job is to point out 
with insight and courage the erroneous practices and policies whi... brought us to 
this undesirable point and to get them corrected." 


Stressing that Turkey's imports and exports were in steady decline, Sakip Sabanci 
continued as follows: 
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"The experiment with directing the economy with the foreign exchange rate alone by 
making such rapid adjustments in the value of foreign exchange within a single year 
may prove costly with the import-export structure being what it is. 


"Exchange rate policy is an important tool in directing the economy, but there are 
other tools that also have to be used. Ignoring these and pursuing a policy based 
on the foreign exchange rate alone cannot succeed," 


ip Sabanci said that if it was desired that 1981 be a year of tidying up, mis- 
te .es would have to be acknowledged. He said that national tranquillity depended 
» everybody's having a job and added: 


Public investments have stopped in recent years for lack of funds. The public 
sector, the KIT's [Public Economic Enterprises] are complaining about overstaffing. 


"And if the private sector cannot make investments, cannot create new job oppor- 
tunities, how are we going to achieve the peace we seek in the economic, social and 
even political arenas when the streets are full of young people looking for work 
without a hope of finding it?" 


Yazar: Inflation Rising 


Turkish Union of Chambers President Mehmet Yazar said, "The major thrust of the 
economic measures was in their having taken the first step toward allowing the free 
market mechanism to gain validity as appropriate to the essence of the parliamen- 
tary system, instead of seeking new, untried models to get out of the economic 
crisis," but, he contended, it would be impossible for these economic measures to 
correct everything at once. However, Yazar said, inflation which was reported 
largely under control at the beginning had shown a rising trend again in September 
and October and he continued as follows: 


"This is a dangerous sign, because the balances which have begun to form at a higher 
point with the 24 January measures may be upset again if the rate of inflation gets 
out of control again." 


Other Criticisms 


Aegean Regional Chamber of Industry President Yilmaz Adiguzel said, "A decline in 
the use of capacity and the general level of production has been observed." He 
contended that the cost of credit following the freeing of interest rates was a 
serious problem, noting that it should be no surprise that this situation would 
become a serious cause of cost inflation. 


Ankara Chamber of Industry Assembly Chairman Orhan Isik suggested that the KIT's 
should either be turned over to the private sector or cleared out. Istanbul Cham- 
ber of Commerce President Nuh Kusculu said, "It is necessary to accelerate even 
more the export of industrial products which is showing a gradual increase and to 
shift the dominance of agricultural products to this sector." He suggested that 
new measures be taken to increase exports and foreign exchange revenues. Istanbul 
Chamber of Industry Executive Board Chairman Saban Cavusoglu said that however 
much retired citizens justly and obviously wished to improve their own living 
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conditions, there was an equally strong expectation of labor peace in the working 
world for our economy, Chairman of the Eskisehir Chamber of Industry Assembiy 
Mesut Erez called for avoiding regulations in the tax laws to further increase the 
need for capital and for elimination of postponed interest and the 25<percent 
expenditure tax collected on credit interest by the banks. He criticized the leck 
of production incentives in the 24 January measures and stressed the need to oreate 
a healthy, secure money market in Turkey. 





Canturk: "Turkish Economy Ie Not Sick" 


Minister of Commerce Kemal Canturk said, "The Turkish economy is not terminally 
ill. It i@ more like someone with a bad cold.” 


Canturk stated that the problem of financing to anewer the economy's need for 
investment could be solved with the new tax measures and eeid, “If the tax system 
is normalized, there will be no excuse for failing to make investments in Turkey." 
He expressed his views on exportation as follows: 


"I am going to be knocking on your door every day saying, "Give us your opinions," 
to get your recommendations on increasing exports and other matters. The admin- 
istration has duties in freeing the Turkish economy, but the basic duty belongs to 
the sectors which the administration serves. And for this reason, Turkish free 
enterprise has to try harder."

STATUS OF TURKISH FOUNDATIONS IN THRACE ALTERED 
Istanbul MILLI GAZETE in Turkish 12 Dec 80 pp 1,7 


[Text] Athens (ANATOLIAN AGENCY) — A recent law passed by the Greek parliament on 
the administration of foundations has brought a strong reaction from Turks in 
Western Thrace. Turks living in Greece have decided to appeal to the Greek supreme 
court to have the law rescinded. 


If the law is not rescinded, Turks reportedly must surrender keys to their mosques 
and schools to Greek authorities. 


Passage by the Greek parliament of a new foundations law which alters the law gov- 
erning Turkish foundations in Greece has brought a strong reaction from our Turkish 
brothers who live in this country. 


Turks living in Greece have pointed out that "with the passage of the new foun- 
dations law, another action in the long campaign of abuse against the Turkish min- 
ority has been taken." 


Turks interiviewed in Greece by an ANATOLIAN AGENCY [AA] correspondent said that 
abrogation of the old foundations law takes away from the Turks the right to choose 
their foundation governing committees and to run the foundations themselves. 


A Turkish leader in Greece told the AA correspondent: "The minority people as a 
whole have gone into action with their various organizations and representatives to 
do everything necessary to get this law rescinded. We blame passage of this law on 
a number of international organizations.” 


Komotini Meeting 


Meanwhile, Turks living in Greece held a meeting in Komotini to work out a common 
stance on the new foundations law recently passed by the Greek parliament. 


The meeting, described by diplomatic circles as the largest meeting of minorities 
in Greece in history, adopted resolutions on methods of struggle to apply should 
the Greek government enforce the new law. 


The Turks decided to appeal to the supreme court for rescission of the law and to 
draw up a protest to be forwarded to the ambassadors of Islamic nations in Athens, 
the guarantor states of the Lausanne Treaty and the Human Rights Commission. 
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Meanwhile, Komotini and Yenice preachers prepared a joint "Friday sermon" and it 
has begun being read in the Turkish mosques in Greece. 


The sermon speaks of the material and spiritual value which the foundations hold 
for the Turkish and Muslim minorities and calls for support of the resolutions 
adopted at the big meeting in Komotiri. 


The sermon aleo says that the “recent law is part of a plan designed to make the 
foundations change hands, eliminate minority rights and close the mosques." 
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EXAMINATION MADE OF ECEVIT RESIGNATION 
Huddinge ROJA NU in Turkish Nov-Dec 80 pp 3,7 


[Text) It is necessary to evaluate carefully every incident occurring in Turkey, 
especially now. When something happens, the truth behind it must be understood. 
Who did what, and why? Who is taking what action on behalf of which class? What 
connection do today's events have with the past? 


This is true also for Ecevit's resignation as general chairman of the RPP. This 
resignation is open to different interpretations. According to some, it is a pro- 
test against the junta. According to others, however, Ecevit took this course 
because he saw that his policy had failed. There are dozens more interpretations. 
The important thing is to review Ecevit's, or the RPP's, past policy and learn 
from it. Ecevit can best be evaluated only in this way. 


Ecevit once came out with progressive slogans. He criticized the colonialist 
order. He promised that if they came to power they would establish " a humane and 
just order with none to exploit or be exploited.” He announced that a climate 
would be created in which everyone would be free to express his thoughts. He said 
that respect would be shown for such rights as organization, assembly and demon- 
stration. Moreover, the RPP not only opposed exploitation and repression on the 
hustings, but wrote this into its progran. 


The RPP saw great support from the masses because of this. Ecevit was “hope.” The 
broad masses, unable to see the problem from the standpoint of class interests and 
not adequately understanding which class the RPP served, really believed in this 
party, because the masses did not want a colonialist order. The bourgeoisie suc- 
ceeded largely in controlling broad social opposition through the channel of the 
RPP and blocking its development along socialist lines. 


Behind the RPP's steadily growing mass support, the coalition with the National 
Salvation Party in 1974 and the occupation of Cyprus came the 1977 elections. The 
RPP was the biggest party in these elections. Then it formed a government with 

ll national deputies who left the JP [Justice Party]. An opportunity had now come 
for Ecevit to realize what he had been preaching on the hustings. 


It was not to be, however. The RPP did not do the things they had put in the pro- 
gram, the things they had promised. Let alone getting rid of the colonialist 
order, quite the reverse, the Ecevit administration intensified it. It applied the 
formulas written by the Turkish bourgeoisie and imperialist circles and crushed 

the people. Prices rose, unemployment and deprivation grew. 
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Fasciat terroriem became violent during ite administration. Various offensives 
were conducted which had been planned by U.S. experts, counter guerrillas and the 
National Intelligence Organization. The NAP [Nationalist Action Party) launched 
mase killings. While Ecevit, deapite having sufficient documentation on the coun- 
ter guerrillas and the NAP, did not raise his voice to say the army should not be 
abused or that certain fascist generals should not consort with imperialism. 
Occasional statements to pacify the masses were just for show. In short, for 
Ecevit, the public masses could be held under pressure, massacres could be con- 
ducted against them, but the state could not be abused. To crush the public 
masses under the wheels of the bourgeois state was the policy which the RPP pur- 
sued from the day it was formed to the present. 


It attacked democratic rights when it should have cracked down on fascist terror 
pockets. It made associations such as the Turkish Teachers Unity and Solidarity 
Organization and the Police Association its targets. It took measures restricting 
the economic and democratic rights of the working class. It whipped anti-Kurdish 
emotions to a virtual frenzy. The Kanatli-J 78 and similar riot trials were held 
during its administration. Racist suppression in Kurdistan was intensified. 


At the time of the Demirel government which followed, the bourgeoisie declared 
open war on our proletariat. The state attacked the masses with all its force for 
the interests of the bourgeoisie. The RPP did not perform the general duty of the 
opposition. Ecevit continually made proposals to form a government with the JP. 


Ecevit constantly tried to pacify the masses vis-a-vis the fascist attacks. Even 
when the fascists attacked his own terri.-ry, he was telling fairy tales. While 
RPP members, including proletarians, were + ing shot and killed, he always proposed 
retreat and flight. Of course this allowed the fascists to gain new positions 
every day. Many towns and cities came under fascist occupation because of this 
attitude of concession by the RPP administration. 


Ecevit maintained that they could prevent fascism by fol'owing a policy of appease- 
ment toward the attacks. Indeed, a few days before the junta took over, he had 
said that no one could bring fascism to Turkey as long as the RPP existed. But the 
fascist dictatorship came and took its seat at the head of the state. It closed 
all the parties, including the RPP. Moreover, it accomplished this without 
encountering a single reaction. 


Obviously, there was nothing left for Ecevit and the RPP administrators to say to 
the people. The social democratic policy is just a corpse for the Turkish people. 
The proletariat learned through experience that this policy had not liberated them 
and could not do so in the future. This much is clear: They did not do all these 
things because they are bad men. The RPP is a bourgeois party. They pursued this 
policy because the interests of the bourgeoisie required it. Only the socialists 
failed to see the harm in the RPP policy which is in ruins today. And the working 
people among its ranks who were duped by it are confronted by the same pressures. 
Fascism does not discriminate as to RPP or non-RPP. The banned u...ons and associ- 
ations belong to all workers and civil servants. The usurped rights belong to all 
of our working people. When districts and villages are raided, it makes no dif- 
ference whether one is an RPP member or not. Exploitation of the entire working 
class is being intensified through delayed strikes. 








However, there is another side to the problem, Today the junta is in power. But 
it ia inevitable that it will soon grow old. The masses will see ite true face day 
by day and will increasingly give struggle against the pressure and terror. Yet 
the RPP has largely lost the power to pull the social opposition behind it. The 
war to be fought against imperialism, fascism and colonialism is being channeled 
toward a revolutionary line. The bourgeoisie can see this plain as day. Then what 
should be done? In any case, we must not think it will stand by and watch. A new 
set of games to play is being prepared. It knows that it has to take certain steps 
to draw the growing public opposition from the true path and carry it along. There 
are several alternatives for this. 


The bourgeoisie will try to keep the fascist junta at the helm for as long as pos- 
sible and then to crush social opposition by applying an increasingly fascististic 
state terrorism in the guise of parliament. But it does not know that these alone 
will not be sufficient. So either new parties will form and try to deceive the 
masses or they will try to accomplish this by reviving the old parties. Indeed, 
Ecevit's resignation is most closely related to this last alternative. 


In the meantime, Ecevit needs to regain his lost prestige in the RPP base. By 
resigning he is trying to turn the attention of the party base to himself and 
appear as the hero of democracy. By doing this, he will be able to face the RPP 
membership in the future and say that he opposed the fascist junta and thus mar- 
shal the strength to be RPP general chairman again. However, more important than 
Ecevit's being elected RPP general chairman is ensuring that the developing mass 
opposition not get beyond the control of the bourgeoisie. The bourgeoisie has not 
given up on giving fresh blood to the RPP for this reason and putting it on the 
market again to deceive the masses. To revive their extinguished "hopes" stands 
out as an important problem for the bosses. 


Certainly the RPP proletariat has a place in the struggle against fascism today, 
because they are also under the oppression of fascism. But now they can see better 
than before that they will not be !‘verated by pinning themselves to the coattails 
of bourgeois parties. Their place is at the side of all powers for democracy, 
including first of all the working class. Liberation is socialism. Life itself 
clearly shows this. The fundamental duty of the Turkish people is to repulse 
fascism. But the enemy is not fascist dictatorship by itself. We cannot separate 
fascism, imperialism, Turkey's distorted capitalism and colonialism from one 
another. Therefore it is necessary to unite in a front to destroy imperialism and 
fascism and break apart the colonialist yoke in Kurdistan. A change of adminis- 
tration to ensure the continuation of the imperialist and capitalist order and of 
colonialism will deceive no one. The task before the Turkish people must be to 
realize the revolution and establish the democratic rule of the people, not to lis- 
ten to the fairy tales of bourgeois parties.

TURKMEN, IN LUXEMBOURG, DISCUSSES INTERNAL POLITICAL SITUATION

[Text] Luxembourg -- Foreign Minister Ilter Turkmen came to Luxembourg from 
Brussels for the day yesterday and met with European Parliament President Simone 
Veil for discussion of political developments in Turkey. He also had contacts with 
the group chairmen of the European Parliament. 


Sources close to the minister said that Turkmen gave the European Parliament presi- 
dent information along the lines of previous statements on political developments 
in Turkey since 12 September and the military administration's program for transi- 
tion to democracy. 


Following the meeting, Turkmen attended a d.s.rer hosted by Turkey's permanent rep- 
resentative to the EC, Ambassador Cenap Keskin, to which the parliament's group 
chairmen were invited. 


Foreign Minister Turkmen's contacts here with top administrators of both the EC and 
the European Parliament come just prior to a series of meetings in the Council of 
Europe and the European Parliament next month to discuss political developments in 
Turkey and are being described as diplomatic initiatives aimed at reaffirming the 
military administration's assurances as to the transition to democracy and soft- 
ening the attitudes of these organizations. 


Political developments in Turkey dominated the talks which Turkmen had held the day 
before in Brussels with EC foreign relations officer Haferkamp, community commis- 
sion secretary Emil Noel and former Luxembourg Foreign Minister Gaston Thorn, who 
will take over chairmanship of the commission next month. 


The EC has found adequate the military administration's assurances thus far on the 
transition to democracy and has resolved to maintain relations with Turkey within 
the framework of the principle that steps be taken in this direction and human 
rights be respected. 


Nevertheless, prior to the meeting the foreign minister would have with Veil, 
Haferkemp drew Turkmen's attention to the closeness with which the European Parlia- 
ment is following political developments in Turkey. Haferkamp also made this clear 
to Turkish journalists and said, "We drew this to the attention of the Turkish for- 
eign minister, reminding him that European public opinion and especially the 
European Parliament is very sensitive on the return to democracy.” 
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Meanwhile, it was decided in Turkmen's meeting with Haferkemp that a mechaniam 
would be set up for the purpose of keeping the Nine informed of the steps taken 
toward the return to democracy. Accordingly, Turkey's Permanent EC Representative 
Ambassador Cenap Keskin will report developments to the EC rotating chairmanship 
and the permanent representatives in Brussels of the Nine, thus keeping the com- 
munity informed. 


Foreign Minister Ilter Turkemn, asnwering questions about opening Maras [Varosia) 
to settlement under an interim administration, said that proposals on this had been 
drawn up in 1978. 


Turkmen said that the TFSC [Turkish Federated State of Cyprus)'s proposals on 
opening Maras had been distributed to the Greek Cypriot press and, when a 
CUMHURIYET correspondent asked whether the situation on this matter and Maras would 
be taken out of the package, replied only, "This is not a new proposal; it was made 
in 1978." 


Asked his views on the talks to be held in New York by TFSC Foreign Minister Atakol 
and Greek Cypriot Foreign Minister Rolandis, Turkmen said, "Positive results are 
expected from all the talks." 


Although he was in Luxembourg, the Socialist Group chairman did not attend the din- 
ner given in Turkmen's honor by Turkish Permanent EC Representative Cenap Keskin and 
the Socialist Group was represented by parliamentarian Mrs Eva Gradel of Denmark. 


Also attending the dinner were European Parliament Conservative Group Chairman 
Klepch of Germany, the Liberal Berkhauwer of the Netherlands, German Christian 
Democrat Lemmer and British Conservative Spicer.

FOUNDER, LEADER OF TPLP/F ARRESTED 
Istanbul MILLIYET in Turkish 17 Dec 80 p 10

[Text] “Red Doctor’ Omer Faruk Aydin, founder and central committee leader of the 
illegal organization named the Turkish Peoples Liberation Party-Front [TPLP/F] War- 
riors was arrested last week as the result of a big operation carried out by secur- 
ity forces at his cell home in Istanbul. Known as a dangerous militant, Omer Faruk 
Aydin had no chance to use any of the guerrilla type weapons found in his posses- 
sion during the operation. 


Omer Faruk Aydin was wanted on more than 11 counts of political crimes and had 
escaped with three companions 3 months ago from Bayrampasa Prison where he was 
incarcerated following his arrest last y.°*, according to police authorities. They 
said that he had been searched for everywh« e in Turkey and that with the arrest of 
this terrorist, the brain of the illegal TPL!/F had been completely removed. 


Known to the public and the police as the "Red Doctor," Omer Faruk Aydin had broken 
off because of ideological differences with the ille.al organization the Marxist- 
Leninist Armed Propaganda Union while serving on its cer*ral committee and formed 
the TPLP/F Warriors along with other such militants as Omer Cimeken, Tamer Tabak, 
Zeki Yumurtaci, Hulusi Koprulu and Ali Bulent Saritas. Until his arrest, he was 
the number one Turkish Officer in this organization. 


Omer Faruk Aydin as a rule did not engage actively in any of the actions but 
planned the crimes in which the police chief named Ilgiz Aykutlu was also involved. 
He organized certain doctors and nurses at Cerrahpasa Medical Faculty, where he 
had studied, and treated his wounded buddies in operating rooms set up in their 
cell homes. 


Omer Faruk Aydin was arrested last year, but using false discharge papers, escaped 
along with terrorists named Zeki Yumurtaci, Hulusi Koprulu and Ali Bulent Saritas 
from Bayrampasa Prison where they were being held. 


A young man came to the Kazyatagi Police Station at the end of la. month and said 
that thieves had entered their home in Camlik Sitesi and had been holding them hos- 
tage for 24 hours. The police conducted a raid on the house but found that the 
suspects had escaped. However, in the search of the house, documents pertaining 

to the TPLP/F hidden in a secret compartment were confiscated and the couple who 
owned the house were detained. As a result of the extensive investigation of the 





incident, the couple were found to be TPLP/F militants and the persons they had 
reported to be "thieves" were Omer Faruk Aydin and a friend. It was learned as a 
result of the investigation that Faruk Aydin had come that night to friends who had 
been in the same organization earlier and proposed that they work together, but 
when the TPLP/F militant couple turned down this proposal, he began to treat the 
couple roughly and the man escaped from the house and went to the police station. 


About a week after the incident, police were tipped off that suspicious persons 

were coming and going at the same house and in a raid conducted by police teams 

wearing bullet-proot vests, five people were arrested in the midst of a meeting. 
On the arrested suspects were found four guns and blank identity cards which had 
been stolen in the robbery of the Kadikoy Registry Office in which one militant 

had died. Police identified the suspects as militants in the leadership of the 

TPLP/F Warriors and set up special teams for the arrest of Omer Faruk Aydin, the 
founder and leader of the organization. 


After evaluating the intelligence gathered, police conducted the raid described as 
the biggest operation in recent years on a cell of the organization last week and 
arrested Omer Faruk Aydin. Large numbers of guerrilla type weapons and explosives 
in the house were seized during the operation.

[Text] Ankara (HURRIYET) -- The Interior Ministry has published a directive 
revising and updating the possession and bearing of arms. The provincial and dis- 
trict administrators of all political parties and municipal and provincial assembly 
members may neither carry nor own arms. 


According to the new directive, retired officers, junior officers and gendarmerie 
expert sergeants, retired governors, deputy governors, district and subdistrict 
officers, retired security services class personnel, market aid local watchmen, 
retired judges, retired prosecutors and assistant prosecutors and retired National 
Intelligence Organization members will be allowed, as before, to carry arms or keep 
them in their homes. 


Those who resigned or were dishonorably di: -haced or were retired because of court 
records from the Armed Forces may not carry arms. 


Who May Carry Arms 


According to the directive which entered into effect upon publication in yesterday's 
RESMI GAZETE, the following persons may carry guns: 


-~"Farmers whose land is at a distance from their places of residence and who 
employ more than 25 workers, 


--"Contractors engaged in design, foundation, construction and major restoration 
work at a distance from their places of residence and who employ more than 25 


workers, 


--"Large herd owners whose livlihood is animal husbandry and who migrate to pas- 
tures according to the season, 


--"OQwners and employees of gas stations outside cities and villages and on the 
highway, 


--"At factories and establishments employing 100 workers ensured by private banks: 


Guards, cashiers, security officers, pay roll officers, collection agents and those 
in group transport services, 











--"Guards at explosives depots. 


"Chamfered shotgun owners having hunting licenses will be issued permits to carry 
the guns when hunting by the central game commission. 


"In addition, foreign diplomats assigned to our country and foreign employees in 
Turkey of foreign airlines with regular flight schedules will be permitted to carry 
weapons. 


"Permits will be renewable every 3 years on condition of payment of the fee to be 
set by law each year. 


"Permits to keep weapons will be issued according to the general security situation 
surrounding the house or workplace in which they are to be kept."

STEINER BEGINS CONTACTS, FIELDS QUESTIONS 
Istanbul CUMHURIYET in Turkish 7 Jan 81 pp 1,7 


[Text] Ankara, CUMHURIYET BUREAU -- Austrian Parliamentarian Ludwig Steiner, 
raporteur of the Council Of Europe Political Commission who was assigned the task 
of observing first hand and reporting back on post-12 September political develop- 
ments in Turkey prior to the discussions to be held at the end of the month at the 
Council of Europe, began contacts in Ankara yesterday. Steiner first met for l 
hour with Foreign Minister Ilter Turkmen yesterday, then with Prime Minister 
Bulend Ulusu. His meeting with Prime Minister Ulusu lasted 1.5 hours. Reporters 
were not allowed in either before or after either of the meetings. Foreign Minis- 
try Council of Europe Office Chief Omer Akbel attended the meetings. 


Steiner answered Turkish reporters’ quest’ons as he was leaving the Foreign Minis- 
try after seeing Prime Minister Ulusu. Th questions directed to Steiner and his 
replies follow: 


Question: Would you give us some information about your meetings? 


Answer: The prime minister gave us information on the general situation in Turkey 
at present and prior to 12 September. 


Question: What were you told about the process of the return to democracy? 
Answer: The prime minister spoke to us along the lines of the public statements 
made to date. He said that their first goal was to restore stability in the coun- 
try and after that they would draw up the new constitution. According to what he 
said, the first step is to ensure stability. 

Question: Were you given a timetable for the return to democracy? 


Answer: No. There is no timetable giving definite dates. 


Question: Did you take up the matter of attendance at the meetings of all Turkish 
parliamentarians who are members of the European Assembly? 


Answer: Two Turkish members are attending the meetings now. Two others are still 
in prison. 











Question: Did you discuss the attendance of all members? 


Answer: Yes. And another problem is: Assembly memberships will be renewed in 
May. We will need to discuss the matter further. 


Question: Were human rights mentioned? 


Answer: We were informed that the Turkish government is upholding the European 
agreement on human rights. 


Question: Were your discussions satisfactory? 


Answer: This is not a question of being satisfactory. I will prepare a report in 
which I will relate what I see, the facts. 


Meetings with Caglayangil and Karakas 


After his contacts yesterday morning, Steiner attended a luncheon hosted by Foreign 
Minister Ilter Turkmen at the residence for foreign guests. Following the lunch- 
eon, Steiner called separately on former Speaker of the Republican Senate Ihsan 
Sabri Caglayangil and former Speaker of the National Assembly Cahit Karakas. 


Steiner will also meet individually today with Justice Party General Chairman 
Suleyman Demirel and former RPP General Chairman Bulent Ecevit and in the meantime 
will also visit Turkish Confederation of Labor General Chairman Ibrahim Denizcier 
and the Ankara Journalists Society on Thursday. 


Meanwhile, it was reported that Steiner said, during his meeting with Karakas, "I 
have not yet completed my meetings. I will have a second meeting with the foreign 
minister." 


Karakas told the visiting parliamentarian that he hoped Turkey would move on to a 
democratic order, that this bore great importance for Turkey and Europe. "Don't 
think Turkey is Greece. It is necessary to wait patiently for Turkey. Keep asking 
the authorities when deomcracy will be restored and find out. Don't say, 'Never 
mind about Turkey. '"’

ACILCI TERRORISTS PLACED UNDER ARREST 
Istanbul HURRIYET in Turkish 6 Jan 81 pp 1,13 


(Text) Twenty-one militants of the illegal “Acilciler [The Urgency]" organization 
which stole gold and jewels and engaged in armed actions were arrested in a raid 

on their homes. In a search of their homes, 8 "guerrilla type” guns, 2 7.65 cali- 
ber guns and 450 Kalashnikov Russian-made machine gun cartridges were seized. 
Organizational literature, blank identity cards and false identifications were also 
found. Authorities revealed that two of the organization's robbery plans were also 
seized. 


According to the statement made by police yesterday, extensive investigations led 
to the arrest of the 21 militants, who lived in "cell" homes near Ayazaga and had 
robbed the home of jeweller Fevzi Yucedar ‘n Sirinmevler of 940 grams of gold and 

44 jewels, a home in Merter of 150,000 lire a..d the Monopolies warehouse in 

Adana. The illegal organization's militants, among whom are prison escapee and 
organization leader Ibrahim Buyuker and Istanbul captain Ibrahim Yalcin, set up 
advertising companies with the money they obtained and used them to keep in contact 
with militants in other cities. The militant Fikret %zturk went in advance to the 
homes they were planning to rob as an electric administration employee on the pre- 
text of reading the meter and drew charts. Pointing ovt that the"Acilci” organi- 
zation had been apprehended twice before by Istanbul political police but had 
reorganized when their leaders escaped from prison, authorit:es said, "They are 
spread throughout the country at the moment, but will be arrested any minute." It 
was pointed out that “Acilci” leader, chemical engineer Engin Erkiner, and Nebil 
Dahoma had fled the country and could not be captured and also that the militent 
Dursun Demirkol had obtained weapons for the organization, while Niyazi Baysan con- 
ducted relations with the press. 


According to the announcement by the political police authorities who in various 
operations uncovered the Acilci organization and arrested the militants one by 
one, the following are illegal organization militants and participants in actions: 


1) Ibrahim Buyuker, 2) Aili Hikmet Biler, 3) Kemal Turan, 4) Cihat Yazici, 

5) Bora Basoglu, 6) Abdullah Kahraman, 7) Kadri Fatih Demirhar, 8) Nejat Ayhan, 
9) Metin Gonen, 10) Ramazan Cakir, 11) Muzaffer Erdogan, 12) Ibrahim Yaicin, 
13) Sukru Selim Soylu, 14) Niyazi Baysan, 15) Dursun Demirkol, 16) Baki Turan 
Esintimur, 17) Mustafa Tastan, 18) Turan Yildirim, 19) Mehmet Sahin Uzunoglu, 

20) Fikret Ozturk, 21) Tahir Cetin. 
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Lt was stated that militants of the "Acilci" organization were operating in Adana, 
Antalya and Antakya, that police in these regions had been alerted and operations 
had begun. 


Meanwhile, five judges and porsecutors in the Martial Law Courts have been returned 
to their former jobs. Naval Judge Commander Osman A Kaynak returned to his former 
duties in the First Military Court, Judge Captain Kazim Ozok to the Cannakkale 
Straits Command and Judge Major Lemet Aytug to the Third Court. Assistant prose- 
cutors Naval Judge Lieutenant Caglar Aksoy and Judge Captain Saim Ozturk were also 
returned to their former duties in Golcuk and Tekirdag respectively. 


Also, Tank Senior Colonel Sevket Kayiran, court president of the Second Court, 
returned to First Army Operations Headquarters. 


Eight judges and prosecutors have returned to their former positions in the past 
2 weeks, while 12 civilian judges began serving in the martial law courts.

BILL GIVES ELECTRICITY MANAGEMENT TO PRIVATE SECTOR 
Istanbul DUNYA in Turkish 22 Dec 80 pp 1,5 


(Text) Ankara (HURRIYET NEWS AGENCY - DUNYA) -- A two-stage draft law on turning 
over to the private sector municipal electricity distribution grids was adopted by 
the Council of Ministers and sent to the NSC [National Security Council], creating 
reactions in various circles. Experts said that the bill violates the foundations 
of the TEK [Turkish Electric Power Enterprise]. “This law tears at the heart of 
the TEK enterprise law," they said. 


Various experts have reacted to the law which would take electricity distribution 
grids and sales rights from the municipalities, turning them over first to the TEK, 
then to private companies. Noting that the Undersecretariat for Energy at the 
Ministry [of Energy and Natural Resources’ had been working on this since 1975, 
experts stressed that the concession grant« .. the municipalities as a public ser- 
vice by the TEK law was intended to protect t.e public and derived from the recog- 
nition of electricity as a basic commodity. One expert, who said that the TEK law 
had first come up in 1952 and that discussion of it had begun in 1959, pointed out 
that the law had been realized in 1970 but that with the same idea the authorities 
were now trying to change the substance of the law. An official, however, recal- 
ling that on 26 December 1974 the Constitutional Court had ruled against the terms 
in article 27 of the TEK law related to turning over to the TEK the grids of muni- 
cipalities which failed to pay, said that the underlying reaso.. for the bill had 

to do with bailing out the companies holding private concessions. According to the 
aforementioned expert-authority, the concession rights of the Cucurova Electric 
Corporation, which holds the private sales rights, will expire in 1981. Recalling 
that the terms of this company's 25-year contract clearly specified the “turnover 
to the TEK upon expiration of the contract,” the expert pointed out that the 
authority of the private company which controls distribution to 38 municipalities 
in Kayseri had expired 4 years ago but the National Front governments had remained 
quiet about it. Later in 1978, the TEK had tried to get this company’s concession, 
but the company resisted, the Council of State suspended its management and in 
March 1980 finally cancelled the concession right. Despite this, those concerned 
remained silent. 


The authorities and experts stress the fact that electricity production, distri- 
bution and sale are a whole and for this reason the TEK should be the single auth- 
ority. They point out that nothing has been accomplished if the electricity pro- 
duced cannot get to the consumer and that this service will be deficient. 





The authorities said that the municipalities provide the public service, that this 
is why prices are low and that this was a measure to protect the public. "The 
private sector will sell electricity to the public at astronomical prices. The 
social state must not permit this," they contended. 


Kiratlioglu's View 


Releasing his views on the matter, former Justice Party Energy Minister Esat 
Kiratlioglu described the turnover of municipal grids to the TEK as "extremely 
positive” and said the following: 


"Every municipality in Turkey is still in debt to the TEK. As far as I can remem- 
ber, the electric company attached to the Ankara municipality has a 6 billion-lira 
debt and the Istanbul Electricity Administration a 9 billion-lira debt. The 
municipalities in Turkey owe the TEK more than 5 [as published] billion liras. 


"It is virtually impossible for the TEK to collect the municipal debts. There is 
only one way to collect the money and that is to cut off the electricity. How- 
ever, it is impossible to do this as you know, because this would punish the citi- 
zens. The guilty one is not the citizens but the municipalities which fail to pay. 
Because of this, the TEK cannot get a return on its investment and is in serious 
financial straits as well. As long as the municipalities have this attitude and 
act this way, the related problems will continue to grow. Actually there is 
already a statute allowing the turnover to the TEK of municipal grids if they are 
paid for. However, it is still a matter of money to be able to pay for them and 
take them over. That is why this problem has dragged on this long. 


"We also tried to improve relations between the municipalities and the TEK from the 
legal aspect. Turning over the municipal grids to the TEK is an extremely positive 
initiative. As for the TEK and some future private enterprises’ being able to run 
them together, it is still extremely positive from the standpoint of benefits to 
both the Turkish economy and electricity management.”
